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EDITORIAL    NOTES. 

To  many  persons,  perhaps  to  a  majority,  the  word  ''hospital" 
suggests  a  stately  structure  of  brick  or  stone,  equipped  with  mod- 
ern sanitary  facilities  and  appliances,  with  the  best  available  med- 
ical and  surgical  skill  and  an  administrative  ability  which  will 
aid  the  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  struggle  to  conquer  and 
destroy  disease. 

Such  is  the  ideal  hospital  along  material  and  scientific  lines. 
Such  is  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  and 
when  the  building  now  in  process  of  erection  is  completed  it  will 
stand  in  the  front  rank  of  such  institutions.  Its  patients  will 
receive  all  that  was  in  the  hearts  of  the  good  people  who,  many 
years  ago,  met  one  afternoon  and  laid  the  mental  cornerstone  of 
its  foundation.  But  it  has  grown  beyond  the  elemental  thought 
of  its  philanthropic  founders.  Its  patients  receive  all  that  its 
medical  and  surgical  skill  can  do  for  them,  but  it  is  not  satisfied 
to  pause  after  relief  from  physical  disorders.  It  seeks  to  apply 
the  laws  of  Christianity  to  all  phases  of  life.  The  power  which 
conquers  disease  is  the  supreme,  the  divine  science.  By  it  the 
blind  receive  their  sight,  the  lame  walk,  the  sick  are  healed  and 
the  deaf  are  made  to  hear.  What  more  fitting  than  that  the  influ- 
ences which  lead  to  physical  health  should  also  tend  to  moral  and 
spiritual    improvement?      This    thought   has    caused    the    Woman's 


Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  to  try  to  effect  this  holy 
alliance.  The  public  is  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  earnest 
work  conducted  along  this  line  by  two  committees  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Board,  the  Devotional  and  Visiting 
Committee  and  one  appointed  for  Social  Service. 

The  mission  of  the  former  is  to  continue  the  work  specified 
by  the  Master :  To  visit  the  sick  patients  in  the  hospital ;  to  com- 
fort those  who  mourn ;  to  bind  up  the  broken-hearted ;  to  give 
unto  them  beauty  for  ashes ;  the  oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  and  the 
garment  of  praise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness.  They  seek  to 
reconcile  the  burden  bearer  to  the  burden,  and  to  adjust  the  load 
so  it  can  be  more  easily  borne — in  the  only  way  it  can  be  done — 
by  turning  with  that  burden  to  Christ.  They  seek  to  alter  the 
perspective  of  life  and  give  longer  and  larger  vision  to  eyes  used 
only  to  short  views  by  telling  of  our  Savior  and  of  His  unfailing 
Love. 

The  Social  Service  Committee  finds  a  field  as  broad  as 
human  needs.  To  it  is  given  the  patient,  loving  oversight  of 
ignorant,  untrained  and  undeveloped  parents,  who,  after  leaving 
the  hospital,  would  be  unable,  if  unassisted,  to  retain  the  blessing 
of  restored  health  for  themselves  and  for  their  children.  These 
good  ladies  visit  such  homes,  not  in  a  critical,  obtrustive  way,  but 
with  a  loving,  tender,  gracious  kindliness  which  respects  the  indi- 
viduality and  independence  of  the  persons  visited,  but  is  suffi- 
ciently winsome  to  gain  a  welcome  into  the  homes  and  hearts 
of  those  visited,  and  then,  by  wise  and  useful  suggestions  in 
regard  to  the  proper  care  of  children,  to  the  laws  of  cleanliness 
and  the  art  of  preparing  suitable  and  nutritious  food,  lead  them 
step  by  step  to  a  new  standard  of  values  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  life'. 

God's  blessing  on  the  work  of  these  good  women. 


The  generous  ladies  who  annually  donate  delicacies  to  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  would  feel  amply  rewarded  were  they  to 
pass  through  the  wards  as  these  dainties  are  served  and  observe 
the  patients'  enjoyment  of  fruit,  jellies,  jams,  etc.  The  authori- 
ties feel  they  have  no  right  to  solicit  gifts  of  delicacies  for 
those  daily  used  to  such  dishes  in  their  own  homes,  but  to  palates 
accustomed  only  to  the  most  frugal  fare  it  is  a  grateful  and  delicious 
experience,  and  therefore,  in  its  way,  an  aid  to  convalescents. 


COMMUNICATED. 

Chicago,  December  i,  1910. 
To  the  Bulletin,   Chicago. 

I  am  convinced  that  a  decided  misapprehension  exists  in  the 
minds  of  many  of  our  friends  regarding*  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Hospital.  This  has  been  caused  by  the  large  gift  made  in 
the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Murdoch,  and  many  conclude 
that  after  the  receipt  of  such  an  amount  of  money  as  was  therein 
given  no  further  assistance  will  be  needed.  I  have  heard  of  this 
from  different  sources,  and  quite  recently  a  very  old  friend  of  the 
Hospital  told  me  that  she  had  been  assured  that  the  Hospital  did 
not  need  any  further  endowments  or  gifts,  and  that  therefore  she 
was  considering  changing  a  bequest  which  she  had  always  intended 
for  the  Hospital  to  another  charity. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  of  importance  that  this  misappre- 
hension should  be  corrected,  and  for  that  purpose  and  in  the  hope 
of  making  such  correction  I  am  writing  you  this  letter  and  ask- 
ing for  the  assistance  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board. 

For  many  years  it  was  a  great  struggle  to  keep  the  Hospital 
alive.  It  was  never  a  question  of  doing  the  best  possible  work, 
but  simply  to  be  abe  to  do  it  at  all.  Dr.  Stehman  as  superin- 
tendent carried  it  on  under  the  greatest  discouragements,  as 
some  of  the  present  Board  of  Managers  can  testify.  It  was  diffi- 
cult to  enlist  the  interest  of  those  who  should  have  responded 
with  the  requisite  funds,  and  there  were  many  dark  days,  but 
a  few  men  struggled  on  as  best  they  could  and  the  Hospital  as 
it  now  is  is  due  to  their  devotion  and  efforts.  Gradually  there 
came  an  improvement  and  this  improvement  has  continued  to 
increase. 

While  there  was  such  a  scarcity  of  funds  a  great  many 
ordinary  appliances  and  comforts  for  our  patients  were  unattain- 
able. Gradually  as  our  finances  have  become  somewhat  easier 
these  things  have  been  procured,  and  now  we  are  generally  well 
supplied.  A  good  many  improvements  could  be  made  which 
would  add  largely  to  the  comfort  of  our  patients,  provided  we 
dare  use  the  money. 

About  five  years  ago  we  commenced  what  is  known  as  our 
Centenary  Fund,  and  this  has  increased  year  by  year  from  about 
$2,300  to  $14,975  last  year.  In  addition  the  gifts  from  indi- 
viduals have  increased  slightly,  and  during  the  past  year  our 
donations   from  churches  have   shown   some   slight  advance.     The 
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additional  receipts  from  all  these  sources  have  made  it  possible 
for  us  to  increase  our  charity  work  without  having  at  the  end  of 
the  year  any  deficit.  The  income  from  the  Private  Pavilion  has 
also   contributed  largely  to   this   result. 

Year  by  year  the  increased  requirements  of  our  medical  and 
surgical  staff  for  appliances  and  diet  have  added  -materially  to 
the  cost  of  administering  the  Hospital.  These  requirements  have 
produced  good  results  and  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  our 
patients,  and  should  be,  and  must  be,  continued.  But  the  cost  is 
thereby  materially  increased. 

in  addition,  for  five  years  past  the  cost  of  food  and  of 
Qvery  article  used  by  the  Hospital  has  shown  a  large  advance. 
The  daily  cost  per  capita  has  increased  in  that  time  over  52  per 
cent,  and  this  with  the  utmost  care  and  economy  consistent  with 
the  proper  care  of  our  patients. 

Our  endowment  fund  now  amounts  to  $545,000.  In  order 
that  the  Hospital  should  do  its  best  work,  and  that  proportion  of 
charity  work  without  which  no  hospital  is  in  any  way  fulfilling 
its  mission,  this  endowment  should  be  at  least  $1,500,000. 

The  total  receipts  last  year  from  interest  on  endowments 
were  $19,230;  from  churches,  $6,006;  individuals,  $1,371;  Cen- 
tenary Fund,  $14,975  ;  yearly  beds,  churches,  $2,399  ;  yearly  beds, 
individuals.  $2,000.  Total,  $45,981.  All  of  this  money  was  used 
directly  for  our  charity  work.  Not  a  dollar  was  used  for  any 
other  purpose. 

The  general  public  has  been  very  generous  with  us,  as  is 
evinced  by  their  proportion  given  the  Centenary  Fund.  And 
more  and  more  this  public  is  recognizing  the  Hospital  as  an 
institution  which  deserves  support  for  the  position  which  it  occu- 
pies in  the  city  and  for  the  general  welfare  of  its  citizens.  But 
we  cannot  depend  upon  raising  as  large  an  amount  every  year 
as  was  obtained  last,  and  were  we  able  to  do  so  there  would 
still  be  need  for  more  money  to  do  the  work  as  it  should  be  done. 
And  as  this  is  the  one  great  charity  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  this  city  and  bears  its  name,  the  responsibility  of  carrying  011 
this  Hospital  should  be  assumed  gladly  by  the  Presbyterians. 
And  it  should  be  done  in  such  a  manner  that  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  shall  stand  for  the  very  best  hospital  practice,  educa- 
tion, and  loving  care  of  the  poor  who  cannot  care  for  themselves. 
Nothing  else  is  commensurate  with  the  position  which  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  holds  in  this  city,  and  less  would  be  a  reflection 
on   it.      The   public   is   willing   to    do   its   part,   but   it   expects   the 
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Presbyterians  who  built  the  Hospital,  and  in  whose  name  it  is 
conducted,  to  also  do  theirs. 

Four  years  ago  the  sum  of  $400,000  was  raised  by  subscrip- 
tion. Of  this  amount  $65,000  was  used  for  the  payment  of  the 
floating  debt,  most  of  which  had  been  incurred  from  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Home,  furnishings,  etc.,  for  Nurses.  The  Jones 
Building  was  in  need  of  thorough  repairs  and  $26,383  was  spent 
for  that  purpose,  putting  it  in  perfect  sanitary  condition  through- 
out. Meanwhile  the  Private  Pavilion  was  being  erected,  and  it 
became  evident  that  a  new  power  house  with  laundry,  etc.,  was 
required,  and  although  there  were  not  sufficient  funds  in  hand 
to  pay  the  additional  cost  after  the  Private  Pavilion  was  paid 
for,  it  was  deemed  imperative  and  the  buildings  were  erected. 
This  left  a  debt  of  $50,000,  which  has  since  been  reduced  to 
$42,500.     This  debt  should  be  paid  as  speedily  as  possible. 

There  has  not  been  a  deficit  in  the  administration  of  the 
Hospital  for  several  years.     It  is  conducted  within  its  income. 

The  splendid  gift  of  Mr.  Murdoch  will  put  the  Hospital 
a  long  ways  toward  the  position  which  it  is  entitled  to  occupy, 
and  which  it  must  occupy  before  the  Presbyterians  of  the  city 
can  be  satisfied.  Of  the  amount  to  be  received,  which  has  been 
put  at  $500,000,  not  less  than  $250,000  will  be  used  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  and  equipment  for  the  care  of  women  and 
children  in  the  place  of  the  Ross-Hamill  Building,  which  is  now 
torn  down.  The  old  building,  erected  at  a  time  when  it  was 
difficult  to  obtain  sufficient  money  for  the  purpose,  and  before 
the  modern  methods  of  fireproofing  were  known,  has  been  of  late 
years  a  source  of  anxiety  to  the  management  of  the  Hospital, 
and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  great  relief  that  we  can  look  forward 
to  its  replacement  with  an  absolutely  fireproof  building  with  all 
modern   equipments. 

If  the  cost  comes  within  the  figure  named  there  will  be  an 
addition  to  our  endowment,  provided  $500,000  is  turned  over  to 
us,  of  $250,000,  which  amount  must  be  used  for  the  care  of 
women  and  children   under  the  terms  of  the  will. 

New  buildings  for  the  Nurses'  Home  are  absolutely  impera- 
tive. Our  pupils  are  greatly  crowded.  Two  of  the  buildings 
which  we  use  are  in  very  bad  condition  and  cannot  be  per- 
manently improved  without  the  expenditure  of  a  great  deal  of 
money,  and  as  they  are  leased  we  would  not  be  justified  in  such 
an  expense.     We   should  have  a  building   capable  of  housing  not 
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less   than  one  hundred  and  fifty  nurses,   with   proper  class   rooms 
and   the  ordinary    requirements   of    such   a   home. 

During  the  last  year  $100,000  has  been  subscribed  by  the 
friends  of  the  late  Mr.  O.  S.  A.  Sprague  for  a  Nurses'  Home 
as  a  memorial  to  him. 

It  was  thought  that  with  this  sum  a  new  building  could  be 
erected  which,  used  in  connection  with  one  of  our  present  build- 
ings, would  be  adequate.  This  subject  has  received  special  atten- 
tion from  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  it  has  been  decided  that 
such  action  would  not  result  in  giving  us  a  satisfactory  home 
adequate  for  the  demands  of  the  future.  It  is  therefore  neces- 
sary to  erect  new  buildings  throughout.  I  estimate  that  $50,000 
to  $75,000  additional   will   be   required. 

In  our  last  annual  report  I  mentioned  the  necessity  and  the 
great  opportunity  offered  to  our  Hospital  for  a  separate  chil- 
dren's department  for  the  care  of  ordinary  children's  diseases 
and  for  the  special  care  of  non-communicable  tubercular  children, 
in  addition  to  our  present  children's  service.  In  connection  there- 
with I  mentioned  the  great  advantage  which  would  arise  from  a 
department  for  the  instruction  of  mothers  in  the  care  of  their 
children.  Such  a  building  would  probably  cost  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $150,000. 

In  the  Murdoch  Building  we  are  to  have  a  very  complete 
laboratory  with  all  facilities  for  doing  research  work  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Hospital.  This  research  work  is  no  longer  simply 
something  to  be  desired,  but  is  an  imperative  necessity  for  the 
proper  treatment  of  patients,  and  the  best  facilities  obtainable 
under  the  care  of  an  able  man  must  be  provided. 

I  think  I  have  indicated  in  this  plain  statement  that  necessi- 
ties of  the  Hospital  still  exist,  and  that  we  are  not  at  present  in 
any   danger   whatever   of  having  any   too  much   money. 

One  of  our  city  hospitals  was  left  a  bequest  in  a  recent  will 
of  a  sum  which  in  the  course  of  years  will  amount  to  probably 
not  less  than  $3,000,000.  Several  New  York  hospitals  are  receiv- 
ing gifts  from  $500,000  to  $3,000,000  at  a  time.  We  are  very 
greatly  appreciative  of  all  the  gifts  that  come  to  us  of  whatever 
size  they  may  be,  and  my  only  object  in  stating  these  facts  about 
other  hospitals  is  to  show  that  in  the  minds  of  those  people  who 
are  most  conversant  with  the  needs  of  hospitals,  it  is  fully  recog- 
nized that  in  order  for  them  to  do  their  work  properly  a  large 
amount    of   money   is    needed. 
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The  Presbyterians  of  this  city  have  always  been  very  liberal 
in  their  donations  to  all  worthy  objects.  The  list  of  donors  to 
every  charity  in  this  city  will  show  a  large  proportion  of  Pres- 
byterian givers.  If  in  some  way  Presbyterians  can  be  raised  to 
the  feeling  that  this  is  their  Hospital  primarily,  and  that  they  are 
responsible  for  its  maintenance  and  continuance,  I  am  sure  it  will 
not  be  long  before  the  necessary  funds  for  doing  this  will  be 
given  us. 

I  wish  to  ask  the  Woman's  Board  to  present  these  facts 
which  I  have  given  to  as  many  of  their  friends  as  they  possibly 
can  and  to  urge  a  more  active  interest  in  our  Hospital.

REPORT     OF     WORK     DONE     IN     THE     HOSPITAL     FOR     THREE     MONTHS 
ENDING  DECEMBER   31,    I9IO. 

Nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  patients  were  admitted  during  the 
three  months  as  against  1,148  for  the  same  period  last  year.  The 
decrease  in  patients  admitted  is  due  to  the  tearing  down  of  the 
Ross    Building   and    Hamill   wing. 

The  total  days  of  treatment  of  patients  was  14,413  as  against 
18,237  last  year,  a  decrease  of  3,824  days. 

The  number  of  days  of  free  treatment  to  charity  patients  was 
3,769,  or  26  per  cent.

social  service  report. 
Unquestionably  it   is   a   serious   matter   when   a   member   of  a 
prosperous    family    is    afflicted    with    nervous    prostration.      Under 
such    circumstances    every    available    resource    contributes    to    the 
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recovery  of  the  patient — physicians,  nurses,  special  diet,  rest 
cures,  recreation,  amusements,  travel — all  the  aids  that  money  can 
obtain.  But  often  the  unfortunate  sufferers  have  no  pecuniary 
resources  and  the  ward  of  a  kindly  hospital  is  the  only  available 
avenue  leading  back  to  health.  Such  an  one  came  to  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  last  summer  in  an  extreme  state  of  nervous 
prostration.  She  suffered  acutely  in  mind  and  body,  and  fre- 
quently fancied  that  she  was  dying.  Feeling  that  her  condition 
was  not  taken  as  seriously  as  she  desired,  she  complained  bitterly 
of  neglect  and  told  her  troubles  to  every  passer-by.  It  was  im- 
possible to  divert  her  mind  from  her  condition,  and  for  her  own 
sake  and  for  the  good  of  other  patients  she  was  placed  in  a  pri- 
vate room,  and  there  received  skillful  attention  from  several  spe- 
cialists and  attention  from  most  efficient  nurses.  After  weeks  of 
care  she  began  to  show  some  signs  of  improvement  and  gradually 
began  to  see  that  life  might  yet  be  worth  living.  Carefully  and 
tenderly  were  her  thoughts  led  from  the  past  and  the  better  view- 
point of  hope  was  frequently  impressed  upon  her.  The  physicians 
pronounced  her  ready  for  the  Convalescents'  Home,  but  she  was 
unwilling  to  leave  the  Hospital,  declaring  she  was  not  sufficiently 
cured,  yet  finally  allowed  herself  to  be  conducted  to  a  Home  for 
Convalescents  in  the  country.  Here  she  remained  for  several 
weeks,  gradually  gaining  physical  strength  but  continuing  sus- 
picious and  gloomy  and  insisting  that  no  one  cared  for  her.  As 
time  went  on  it  seemed  better  to  transfer  her  to  another  Home 
for  Convalescents.  By  this .  time  her  physical  condition  had 
greatly  improved  and  there  was  a  corresponding  decrease  in  her 
depression  and  she  was  able  to  establish  a  better  relation  with 
her  new  fellow  patients,  and  began  to  do  little  services  for  her 
new  associates.  Though  not  absolutely  cured,  she  was  in  time 
able  to  leave  this  home  and  face  the  problem  of  her  self-support. 
Advice  and  assistance  in  obtaining  work  were  given  her,  but  she 
overestimated  her  new  strength  and  undertook  more  than  she  was 
physically  able  to  perform,  and  lost  much  of  the  health  she  had 
been  able  to  regain.  Before  this  retrogression  went  too  far  a 
position  was  obtained  for  her  in  a  Home  for  Children,  where  her 
duties  were  not  so  arduous,  but  where  there  were  many  de- 
mands upon  her  thought  and  sympathy,  and  she  has  regained 
the  normal  condition  of  a  helpful,  self-sustaining  woman. 

A  young  girl  was  brought  from  the  Dispensary  for  opera- 
tion and  treatment.  Not  improving  as  rapidly  as  was  expected, 
she  was   visited  in   her  home.     Her  family  consisted   of  a   father 
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and  brother  and  younger  sister,  her  mother  and  elder  sister 
being  in  an  insane  asylum.  Her  father  was  harsh  and  unkind, 
taking '  little  interest  in  his  family.  Because  the  sick  daughter 
regained  her  strength  so  slowly  she  was  called  lazy  and  trifling, 
and  upbraided  because  she  did  not  go  out  and  look  for  a  position. 
She  was  very  frail,  and  she  was  visited  as  often  as  seemed  ad- 
visable, cheered  and  given  suggestions  regarding  health  and  do- 
mestic and  social  matters.  Under  these  conditions  she  improved 
more  rapidly.  The  home  atmosphere  became  less  depressing,  and 
she  was  finally  able  to  obtain   a  position  and  fill  it  satisfactorily. 

On  visiting  the  home  of  another  girl  patient  of  17,  it  was 
found  that  she  had  entire  charge  of  a  baby  sister  less  than  a 
year  old,  the  mother  having  recently  died.  Conscious  of  her 
ignorance,  she  gladly  accepted  instruction  in  the  care  and  feeding 
of  the  babe  and  has  developed  into  an  adept  little  foster  mother. 

One  patient  has  been  in  the  Hospital  three  times  in  two 
years  with  tubercular  abscesses.  She  should  have  remained 
longer  in  the  Hospital  after  each  operation,  but  her  husband  felt 
she  was  needed  at  home  to  care  for  the  two  little  children.  But 
the  man  did  not  have  regular  employment,  the  food  was  poor 
and  limited  and  the  abscesses  recurred.  She  is  now  in  the  Con- 
valescents' Home,  and  when  she  leaves  care  will  be  taken  to  build 
up  her  vitality  with  a  nourishing  diet  and  more  sanitary  surround- 
ings. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Board  I  asked 
if  the  members  did  not  wish  to  be  Christmas  "good  fellows"  to 
some  of  my  families,  and  there  was  a  generous  response  of  $46. 
I  had  on  hand  a  box  of  toys  from  the  Children's  Department  of 
the  Hospital  and  some  new  comforters  contributed  by  Mrs.  John 
Balcolm  Shaw,  and  also  by  the  Grandmothers'  Circle  of  Berwyn ; 
bric-a-brac,  framed  pictures  and  books  sent  by  Mrs.  James  B. 
Herrick,  and  so  I  was  enabled  to  spend  almost  all  the  money  for 
substantial  articles,  which  were  greatly  needed.  Eight  families 
and  a  number  of  individuals,  making  in  all  fifty-one  people,  were 
remembered,  and  Christmas  dinners  were  furnished  to  five  fam- 
ilies. A  number  of  families  on  my  list  were  cared  for  by  other 
persons.  One  particular  family,  for  whom  a  Board  member  gave 
me  $5,  was  cared  for  at  Christmas  by  others,  and  I  have  the 
money  to  use  for  that  family  later  in  the  winter.  Mrs.  Caldwell 
of  Oak  Park  took  care  of  one  family.

SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Alumnae  Association  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  School  for  Nurses  of  the  City  of  Chicago  was 
held  April  3,  1907.  The  constitution  and  by-laws  submitted  by 
the  committee  were  revised  and  adopted  and  the  Association 
formed.  There  were  nine  members,  with  Miss  Rachel  Blanchard 
as  president.  On  April  11,  the  same  year,  the  second  graduating 
class  added  seven  new  members  and  the  October  class  nine.  Each 
year  adds  more,  until  at  present  time  the  number  of  graduates 
of  the  school  is  ninety-two,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  members  of 
the  Association. 

The  meetings  at  first,  aside  from  the  annual  meetings,  were 
held  at  irregular  intervals,  being  called  by  the  president  when 
any  matters  of  business  were  to  be  presented.  But  in  June,  1909, 
it  was  decided  to  hold  quarterly  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October. 

In  the  spring  of  1908  the  Association  became  affiliated  with 
the  Nurses'  Associated  Alumnae  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
May,  1910,  Miss  Blanchard  represented  us  as  our  first  delegate 
at  the  meeting  held  in  New  York  City. 

The  following  year,  1909,  we  became  associated  with  the 
Nurses'  Round  Table,  which  organization  is  composed  of  the 
presidents  and  ex-presidents  of  the  various  Alumnae  Associations 
in  the  City  of  Chicago.  The  meetings  are  held  quarterly  and 
topics  of  interest  to  the  Associations   are   discussed. 

The  members  of  the  Alumnae  sympathized  deeply  with  the 
school  in  the  loss  by  death  of  Mary  Byrne  in  January,  1908.  The 
question  of  a  suitable  memorial  was  discussed  at  various  times, 
but  no  definite  action  was  taken  until  in  April,  1910,  when  it  was 
decided  to  raise  $10,000  to  endow  a  room  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  to  be  used  by  members  of  the  Alumnae,  this  room  to 
be  known  as  the  Mary  Byrne  Memorial  Room. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board,  whose  activity  has  meant 
so  much  to  the  Hospital  and  the  School,  has  come  to  our  aid 
and  has  generously  offered  to  give  half  of  this  amount  if  the 
Alumnae  will  raise  the  balance.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  mem- 
bers to  work  hard  in  this  direction,  and  the  plan  devised  is  to 
ask  each  graduate  nurse  to  pledge  $50,  payable  within  the  next 
ten  years.  Miss  Alice  A.  Snow  has  been  elected  treasurer  of  the 
fund.     We  hope  in   this   way  to  obtain  the   necessary  means   and 
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thus  be  enabled  to  take  advantage  of  the  kindly  offer  of  the 
Board. 

From  the  first  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Alumnae  each 
year  to  tender  a  banquet  to  the  graduating  class.  This  banquet 
affords  an  opportunity  for  a  reunion  of  the  older  members  as 
well  as  the  welcoming  of  the  new  graduates. 

Of  our  graduates,  nineteen  have  married  and  deserted  the 
ranks.  The  remainder  we  find  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
nursing  profession.  Eight  have  remained  at  the  Hospital  as  super- 
visors and  head  nurses,  thirteen  have  positions  in  other  hospitals, 
one  is  engaged  in  district  work  and  another  is  a  missionary  nurse. 
The  remaining  number,   about  fifty,   are  engaged  in  private  duty. 

Financially  we  have  been  able  to  do  a  little,  and  this  past 
year,  besides  paying  a  part  of  our  delegate's  expenses  to  New 
York  City,  we  have  made  donations  to  the  Special  Tuberculosis 
Fund  of  the  Illinois  State  Association  of  Graduate  Nurses,  also 
to  the  purchasing  fund  of  the  American  Journal  of  Nursing. 

While  our  Alumnae  is  still  in  its  infancy  we  feel  that  we  have 
accomplished  a  few  things,  and  we  hope  in  the  course  of  a  few 
more  years,  when  our  members  are  increased,  to  be  able  to  take 
a  more  active  part  in  the  nursing  problems  along  with  the  older 
and  more  established  Alumnse. 


COMMITTEE    OF    ENTERTAINMENT. 

For  a  year  the  Committee  of  Entertainment  consisted  of  one 
member,  but  the  effort  started  in  experiment  has  so  well  accom- 
plished its  object  that  the  Board  has  made  us  a  larger  and  a 
permanent   Committee. 

During  the  last  quarter  there  have  been  four  entertainments, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  forty-four ;  the  greatest  number 
present  at  one  time,  fifty-five,  and  the  least,  thirty-seven.  At  one 
entertainment  twenty  came  in  wheel  chairs.  The  happiness  and 
cheer  brought  to  the  shut-in  members  of  our  great  Hospital  make 
us  fully  realize  the  blessedness  of  this  part  of  our  work. 

Miss  Lillie  Anderson,  of  the  Eighth  Presbyterian  Church, 
arranged  our  program  for  October  15.  Miss  Ruth  Lucknow  and 
Miss  Myrtle  Green  gave  readings.  Florence  Jessup,  Katherine 
King,  Grace  Hodges,  Lillie  Anderson,  Marian  Allers,  Miss  Taylor 
and    Miss    Zink    furnished    the    musical    numbers. 
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This  program  was  rendered  by  young  girls,  who  gave  their 
time  and  talents  freely,  and  we  feel  deeply  indebted  to  them  for 
bringing  so  much  sunshine  and  happiness  to  those  less   fortunate. 

Miss  Laurenson,  of  the  Central  Park  Church,  provided  an 
especially  pleasing  entertainment.  Miss  Margarite  Ray  and  Miss 
Lillian  McLeish  were  most  happy  in  their  vocal  selections.  Mrs. 
Motter  at  the  piano  was  most  generous  in  filling  the  chapel  and 
halls  with  melody.  Mr.  Reni  Lund,  of  Trinity  Church  Choir, 
charmed  his  hearers  with  his  beautiful  voice  and  cordial  manner. 

Miss  Ruth  Lucknow,  a  favorite  with  her  Hospital  hearers, 
gave  two  readings. 

The  program  of  December  10,  furnished  by  Mr.  Edwards,  of 
the  Chicago  Musical  College,  was  a  great  treat  to  all.  With  two 
exceptions  the  juvenile  performers  were  under  10  years  of  age, 
and  their  productions  were  most  appropriate  and  interesting.  Mr. 
Edwards  provided  a  false  pedal  which  enabled  a  small  child  to 
play  with  expression.  Beulah  Bassett,  Gladys  Pearson,  Anna 
Risman  and  Harley  Huffman  gave  selections  on  the  piano.  James 
Lanigan  and  Henry  Wood  delighted  us  with  the  cleverness  with 
which  they  handled  the  violin.  Lou  Mack,  Frances  Steinburger 
and    Ruth    Courier   gave    recitations. 

The  whole  affair  was  a  great  success  and  much  appreciated 
by  the  audience. 

The  entertainment  given  the  last  day  of  1910  was  a  direct 
proof  of  how  "the  Lord  will  provide." 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Amateur  Musical  Club,  Mrs. 
Dodson  secured  the  services  of  Miss  Jeanette  MacMillen,  pianist, 
and  Miss  Elizabeth  Hastings,  violinist,  who,  by  their  appropriate 
selections  and  admirable  execution,  charmed  their  hearers.  But 
on  account  of  the  holiday  season  we  were  unable  to  secure  either 
a  singer  or  a  reader.  In  the  chapel  that  day  was  an  old  friend 
in  the  work,  Rev.  Mr.  Zydeman,  assistant  pastor  of  the  Forty- 
first  Street  Church,  who,  when  our  needs  were  explained,  kindly 
and  generously  gave  two  recitations  in  dialect  and  then  read  a 
beautiful  New  Year's  poem.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing our  gratitude  and  thanks  to  the  many  who  have  helped 
us  make  this  work  a  success.

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EDITORIAL  NOTES. 

In  1820,  in  a  villa,  upon  a  sunny,  vineclad,  olive-crowned  slope, 
overlooking-  the  valley  of  the  Arno,  a  child  was  born  of  English 
parents,  and  this  baby  girl  was  named  after  the  beautiful  city  ex- 
tending along  the  banks  of  that  graceful  river. 

When  Florence  Nightingale  grew  to  womanhood,  she  was  styled 
by  her  countrymen  "the  Lady  of  the  Victorian  Era,"  and  Queen  Vic- 
toria spoke  of  her  as  "one  who  shone  a  bright  example  to  her  sex." 

As  the  English  people  are  not  apt  to  bestow  such  encomiums 
lightly  or  undeservedly,  it  might  be  well  for  us  to  pause  a  little  while 
and  consider  the  work  and  character  of  the  woman  who  won  such 
plaudits  from  the  most  conservative  people  in  the  world. 

She  was  the  child  of  wealthy,  cultured  parents,  and  her  youth 
was  spent  upon  her  father's  estates  in  Hampshire  and  in  Derbyshire, 
England.  In  early  girlhood  she  evinced  great  interest  in  the  lives 
of  the  cottagers,  and  in  the  needs  of  every  poor  person  who  came 
under  her  observation,  and  many  interesting  accounts  are  given  of 
her  tender  loving  care  of  wounded  animals.  Her  aptitude  for  helping 
in  varied  emergencies  was  marvelous. 

At  the  proper  age  she  was  taken  to  London  for  presentation  at 


court,  but  social  gaiety  proved  irksome  and  soon  passed  out  of  her 
life,  and  the  workhouses,  hospitals  and  asylums  of  the  great  capital 
claimed  her  time  and  attention.  What  she  saw  in  those  places  soon 
determined  her  life  purpose.  Reforms  must  be  wrought,  and  she 
devoted  all  her  powers  to  their  accomplishment.  That  she  should 
become  a  hospital  nurse  was  but  the  natural  sequence  to  this  deter- 
mination. 

With  characteristic  energy  and  earnestness,  she  studied  in  the 
best  Hospitals  and  Training  Schools  in  England,  and,  going  to  the 
Continent,  mastered  all  the  rules  of  nursing  and  of  scientific  sanita- 
tion known  in  the  Hospitals  of  Germany,  Austria,  France  and  Italy, 
and  proceeding  even  to  Constantinople  and  Alexandria,  to  learn  what 
they  knew  and  what  they  did  not  know  of  such  matters  in  those 
cities. 

Returning  to  London,  she  was  engaged  in  reorganizing  a  Hos- 
pital there  when  the  Crimean  war  broke  out.  All  are  familiar  with 
the  history  of  her  ministrations  to  the  wounded  English  soldiers  in 
Southern  Russia,  but  all  may  not  know  that  she  found  the  military 
Hospital  at  Scrutaria  a  disgrace  to  English  humanity  and  a  blot 
ipon  English  civilization.  Despite  the  strenuous  opposition  of 
British  officials,  who  should  have  assisted  her,  she  and  her  chosen 
issociates  succeeded,  in  so  altering  conditions  that  the  death  rate  of 
wounded  English  soldiers  was  reduced  from  forty  to  two  per  cent. 

Florence  Nightingale  bequeathed  a  heritage  of  possibilities  to  all 
women  of  Anglo-Saxon  race :  her  efficiency,  her  integrity,  her  cour- 
ige,  her  unselfishness,  her  unfaltering  faith  in  the  Christ  whom  she 
knew  as  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  and  the  consecration  of  her  life 
energy  to  His  service — but  in  addition  to  all  this,  she  left  a  heritage  of 
words  which  should  also  stand  as  so  many  guiding  stars  to  other 
women. 

Before  starting  on  her  course  of  Continental  study  she  wrote  to 
a  class  of  students  in  a  Training  School,  "I  would  say  to  all 
women,  who  are  called  to  any  particular  vocation,  or  who  wish  to 
assume  any  sort  of  responsibility :  'Qualify  yourselves  for  it,  as  a 
man  does  for  his  work.  Do  not  think  you  can  undertake  it  other- 
wise. If  you  are  called  to  any  position  do  not  exact  a  woman's  sup- 
posed privilege — the  privilege  of  inaccuracy  and  irregularity  and 
weakness.  Submit  yourselves  to  the  rules  of  business  as  men  do, 
and  in  this  way  alone  can  you  make  God's  business  succeed,  for  He 
has  never  said  that  He  will  give  His  blessing  to  inefficient  and 
unfinished  work.'  " 


ANNUAL     REPORT     OF     THE     COMMITTEE     OF     THE 
WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  BOARD  OF  THE  PRESBY- 
TERIAN HOSPITAL  OF  CHICAGO  FOR 
YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  i,  1911. 

The  Annual  Report  of  all  the  various  committees  of  the  Wom- 
an's Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  a  gathering 
together  in  one  of  all  the  different  activities  in  which  the  women  of 
the  Board  have  been  engaged  during  the  year. 

Another  milestone  is  passed,  another  chapter  has  been  written 
in  the  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Chicago.  Progress 
is  the  keynote  that  runs  through  it  all,  not  only  in  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  expressed  in  bank  receipts  and  expenditures,  the 
greatest  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  but  fully  as  well  shown  in 
the  joy  in  service,  the  cheer  and  uplift  for  the  heavy-hearted  and 
lonely  ones  under  the  Hospital  roof,  and  the  knowledge  that  many 
have  here  received  a  new  conception  of  life  and  have  gone  out  with 
a  fresh  vision  of  individual  responsibility. 

The  general  work  has  for  a  time  been  hampered  somewhat  by 
the  tearing  down  of  the  old  Ross  Building  and  Hamil  Wing,  necessi- 
tating the  closing  of  the  Children's  Ward,  and  embarrassing  other 
departments ;  but  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  greater  oppor- 
tunities, so  soon  to  be  within  our  reach,  when  the  newly  equipped 
Hospital  shall  be  finished. 

The  various  schemes  for  improving  our  financial  receipts,  which 
were  put  into  operation  after  the  last  annual  meeting,  have  proved 
successful,  as  is  to  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
The  members  of  the  Committee  are  Mrs.  Albert  A.  Dick,  Chairman, 
Mrs.  John  B.  Lord,  Mrs.  George  M.  Reynolds,  Mrs.  F.  W.  Leach, 
Mrs.  C.  King  Pomeroy,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Curtis,  and  Miss  Rose  Mason. 
Mrs.  Dick  says : 

"Your  Finance  Committee  organized  a  year  ago  proposed  that 
each  member  of  the  Board  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  per- 
sonally subscribing  or  pledging  a  certain  sum  annually  for  the 
requirements  of  the  Board,  and  by  so  doing  relieve  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  burden  previously  carried  by  it  in  the  way  of  enter- 
tainments, etc.  A  letter  to  this  effect  was  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  Board  on  May  12th  last  and  has  resulted  in  subscriptions  and 
pledges  amounting  to  $3,216.00  from  eighty-eight  members.  This 
result,  while  short  of  our  expectation,  is  fairly  satisfactory  and  we 
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believe  this  plan  should  be  continued.  If  our  opinion  is  endorsed 
by  the  Board  as  a  whole,  a  new  letter  will  shortly  be  sent  out  to  the 
members  of  the  Board. 

"Through  Dr.  Stone's  Bible  Class  a  further  sum  of  $600.00  was 
received  and  was  set  aside  for  the  Mary  Bryne  Memorial  Room 
fund." 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  we  were  able  to  report  that  the 
"Tag  Day"  Committee  has  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  about 
$4,000.00.  This  was  so  encouraging  that  the  Woman's  Board  asked 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  permission  to  again  under- 
take through  the  "Tag  Day"  plan  to  raise  money  for  free  beds  in 
the  Children's  Ward.  Mrs.  Win.  R.  Tucker,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, sends  the  following  report : 

"Consent  was  again  given  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  to  participate  in  the  Chicago  Children's 
Benefit  League,  commonly  known  as  the  "Tag  Day,"  which  was 
held  October  17,  1910.  The  weather  was  propitious  for  the  occasion 
and  from  the  amount  of  money  collected  it  indicates  the  co-operation 
of  the  giving  public  to  whom  we  must  look  for  aid  to  successfully 
carry  on  our  work.  There  are  fifty-two  Churches  represented  on 
this  Board,  and  of  that  number  twenty  took  part  in  the  sale  of  tags. 
The  returns  were  kept  separate  as  to  Churches  so  we  were  able  to 
ascertain  the  amounts  collected  by  each,  which  in  the  main  was 
gratifying.  Special  mention  might  be  made  of  the  results  obtained 
by  the  workers  of  the  Eighth  Presbyterian  Church.  This  Church 
was  the  highest  on  the  list,  their  total  collection  amounting  to 
$278.89,  of  which  the  largest '  individual  piece  of  money  received 
was  one  dollar.     Such  industry  should  certainly  be  recognized. 

"The  total  sum  collected  by  the  twenty  Churches  amounted  to 
$2,114.17.  This  shows  a  shrinkage  of  $1,756.86  from  last  year's 
receipts  of  "Tag  Day,"  but  this  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  fifteen 
additional  Charities  were  added  this  year  as  beneficiaries  of  the 
League.  This  large  increase  in  the  number  of  workers  necessarily 
made  all  totals  proportionately  less. 

"We  are,  however,  encouraged  and  anticipate  a  generous  offering 
from  this  source  for  191 1.  We  are  sure  that  if  more  of  the  women 
in  our  Churches  would  take  an  active  interest  in  this  cause,  it  will 
be  conservative  to  predict  that  the  bountiful  gifts  of  1910  will  be 
equaled  if  not  exceeded." 

The  Woman's  Board  having  felt  that  this  legitimate  source  of 
income  for  our  work  was  one  which  appealed  to  many  of  the  women 
of  our  Churches   who  could  not   work   for  us   in   other  ways,  have 
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petitioned  the  Board  of  Managers  that  we  may  again  file  an  applica- 
tion for  membership  in  the  Children's  Benefit  League  for  October, 
191  t.  Such  an  application  having  received  favorable  consideration, 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  will  again  become  one  of  its  bene- 
ficiaries. 

Realizing  that  there  are  many  women  in  our  Churches  who 
cannot  take  active  part  in  our  Hospital  work,  and  who  would 
like  to  feel  that  they  were  able  to  do  something  for  those  who 
need  our  gifts  and  service,  there  has  been  an  Associate  Member- 
ship organized  which  for  a  number  of  years  has  allowed  such 
women  to  have  a  part  with  us  in  our  labor  of  love.  It  was  with 
great  regret  that  the  Board  had  to  accept  the  resignation  of  the 
efficient  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  Miss  Amelia  Craig,  but 
the  woman  whom  she  suggested  as  her  successor,  Miss  Elizabeth 
F.  Stillwell,  has  been  faithful  and  successful  in  the  charge  com- 
mitted to  her. 

Churches  communicated  with  this  year 49 

Churches  which  have  responded 32 

Churches  which  have  increased  their  gifts 11 

Churches  which  have  given  less  than  last  year 15 

Three  new  Churches  have  made  their  ofTerings  this  year. 

The  number  of  members  is 790 

The  amount  collected  totals $1,265.50 

When  it  was  learned  that  because  of  illness  in  her  family  Mrs. 
A.  W.  Draper,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Child's  Free  Bed, 
would  have  to  resign,  the  Board  felt  that  it  had  sustained  a  loss  of 
one  whose  place  it  would  be  more  than  usually  hard  to  fill.  The 
new  Chairman,  Mrs.  F.  W.  Main,  has  more  than  fulfilled  our  expec- 
tations, as  will  be  shown  by  what  Mrs.  Main  has  to  say: 

"The  Child's  Free  Bed  fund  received  generous  support  during 
the  past  year  from  twenty-eight  Presbyterian  Sunday  Schools,  Hins- 
dale Congregational  also  contributing.  In  the  year  these  Sunday 
Schools  have  contributed  $536.31,  which  with  the  surplus  of  last 
year  of  $179.00  makes  two  free  beds  possible.  Donations  were  made 
by  eleven  more  schools  than  last  year,  nine  of  this  number  contri- 
buting for  the  first  time.  The  increased  interest  manifested  in  this 
important  branch  of  Hospital  work  encourages  us  to  believe  that 
the  maintenance  of  several  beds  will  soon  be  assured.  It  is  our  hope 
that  during  the  coming  year  all  the  schools  of  Chicago  Presbytery 
will  count  it  a  privilege  to  help  toward  the  accomplishment  of  this 
aim. 

"The  success  of  the  work  in  the  Sabbath  Schools  has  encouraged 
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the  Board  to  believe  that  it  needs  only  proper  organization  among 
young  women  of  our  Presbyterian  Churches  to  arouse  their  interest 
and  retain  their  activity  in  their  own  denominational  work.  With 
this  thought  in  mind  there  has  recently  been  created  the  Young 
Women's  Hospital  League,  of  which  Mrs.  Martin  B.  Hardin  has 
consented  to  be  Chairman  with  Miss  Amelia  Craig  as  Vice-Chairman. 
It  is  expected  that  Bands  will  be  established  in  each  Church,  and 
that  some  specified  dirty  in  connection  with  the  Hospital  shall  be 
assigned  to  each  Band.  In  the  summary  of  next  year's  work  we  shall 
expect  to  hear  great  things  of  the  Young  Women's  Hospital  League, 
and  we  wish  them  all  success." 

In  the  report  of  1910,  mention  was  made  of  the  establishment  of 
a  Committee  to  be  called  the  Hamill  Needle  Work  Guild  Commit- 
tee, and  of  the  very  successful  work  they  had  done.  It  was  found, 
however,  impossible  for  this  Committee  to  adjust  its  work  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  methods  of  the  Chicago  Branch  of  the  Needle 
Work  Guild  of  America.  Therefore  they  organized  under  a  new 
name,  The  Linen  Committee,  with  the  same  Chairman,  Mrs.  Henry 
C.  Hackney.     They  present  the  following  report : 

Lake  Forest  Church,  28  articles,  and  $113.00. 

First  Church,  $80.00. 

Third  Church,  24  articles,  and  $12.00. 

Fourth  Church,  $60.00. 

River,  Forest  Church,  15  articles. 

Scotch  Westminster  Church,  10  articles. 

Highland  Park  Church,  $30.00. 

Jefferson  Park  Church,  $30.00. 

Woodlawn  Church,  $25.00. 

Central  Park  Church,  $2.50. 
Making  a  total  of  77  articles  and  $352.50,  which  will  buy  a  goodly 
supply  of  sheets  and  pillow-cases.  While  the  amount  received  does 
not  quite  equal  our  expectations,  we  feel  that  it  has  been  a  generous 
donation,  when  it  is  remembered  that  we  were  careful  not  to  solicit 
at  the  time  of  the  year  which  would  in  any  way  conflict  with  the 
solicitations  of  the  Needle  Work  Guild  of  which  we  could  not  be 
a  part. 

The  Churches  as  usual  have  been  most  generous  in  their  gifts 
to  the  Committee  on  Delicacies,  of  which  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Reed  is 
Chairman.  She  gives  us  such  interesting  facts  as  these,  that  $485.76 
has  been  received  in  money,  in  addition  to  1,735  glasses  of  jelly,  465 
jars  of  preserves  and  71  bottles  of  grape  juice.  Besides  these, 
quantities  of  fruit  in  their  season,  47  boxes  of  flowers  and  nearly 
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every  other  delicacy  that  could  possibly  appeal  to  the  sick.  At 
Thanksgiving  time  the  Hospital  was  most  generously  remembered, 
with  600  pounds  of  turkey,  oysters,  cranberries,  celery,  nuts,  fruits 
and  all  the  things  that  belong  to  such  a  dinner.  The  Chairman  would 
like  to  call  special  attention  to  the  request  which  has  come  to  the 
Board  for  grape  juice  for  the  patients.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  au- 
tumn the  members  of  the  Board  who  represent  this  Committee  in 
the  different  Churches  will  have  this  request  in  mind,  and  that  next 
year  the  report  will  show  that  many  have  remembered  the  Hospital 
when  putting  up  their  supply  of  this  health-giving  beverage. 

So  far  our  report  has  had  to  do  with  such  things  as  have  been 
received  for  the  Hospital,  but  now  we  will  turn  to  items  of  expendi- 
ture, beginning  with  the  Furnishing  Committee  with  Mrs.  R.  A. 
Childs  as  Chairman,  and  Mrs.  A.  A.  Lincoln,  Vice-Chairman.  Dur- 
ing the  year  $3,084.99  have  been  spent  on  dry  goods,  such  as  table 
and  bed  linen  and  material  for  various  kinds  of  gowns,  and  blankets. 
For  china  and  glass  they  have  expended  $853.53.  Household  uten- 
sils have  cost  us  $392.71,  and  with  what  is  classified  as  sundries  the 
total  expended  by  this  Committee  amounts  to  $4,410.83.  This  com- 
ing year  we  may  expect  that  the  corresponding  total  will  be  very 
greatly  increased  for  three  reasons,  viz. :  the  supplies  of  the  Pavilion 
which  was  opened  in  February,  1909,  are  beginning  to  wear  out  and 
will  have  to  be  replaced ;  the  new  building  to  be  opened  in  the  early 
autumn  will  make  great  demands  on  our  resources  ;  and  thirdly,  we 
were  not  so  generously  remembered  this  year  by  the  Needle  "Work 
Guild  as  in  former  years,  receiving  this  year  but  150  articles,  few 
of  which  added  to  our  household  supplies  but  benefited  patients  only. 
Those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  work  of  this  Guild  know  that  the 
contributions  it  received  last  November  fell  several  thousands  short 
of  the  articles  it  has  received  in  past  years,  which  will  account  for 
the  smaller  donations  it  gave  to  all  Charities. 

The  greatest  expense  to  the  Woman's  Board  next  to  that  of  the 
Furnishing  Committee's  work  is  that  of  one  that  perhaps  brings  the 
greatest  happiness,  that  of  the  Social  Service  Committee.  Though 
in  its  second  year,  we  still  feel  it  is  an  untried  field  and  hope  to 
accomplish  far  more  in  the  future  for  those  whom  we  attempt  to 
assist  and  to  whom  we  try  to  bring  comfort.  Mrs.  Truman  W. 
Brophy  as  Chairman  and  Mrs.  John  Balcom  Shaw,  Vice-Chairman  of 
this  Committee,  present  the  following  report,  which  necessarily 
includes  the  report  of  the  Social  Service  visitor,  Miss  Ellen  Per- 
sons : 

"This  is  the  first  occasion  for  the  Social  Service  Committee  to 
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bring  a  full  year's  report,  as  last  annual  meeting  we  had  but  seven 
months'  work  to  our  credit.  We  have  continued  as  we  began  with 
Miss  Persons  as  our  worker,  who  has  with  a  little  assistance  carried 
on  the  activities  of  the  Committee.  A  move  of  importance  to  the 
work  was  made  last  July  when  she  was  given  an  office  in  the  Hos- 
pital and  began  keeping  hours  there,  which  has  enabled  people  who 
needed  her  services  to  come  to  her,  and  has  added  a  great  deal  to 
her  usefulness  in  that  way  alone.  It  also  has  enabled  other  social 
workers  to  reach  her  by  telephone  or  otherwise  and  thus  links  more 
closely  the  work  of  this  Committee  with  the  work  of  other  philan- 
thropic agencies  of  the  city.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  as  by  co-opera- 
tion a  duplication  of  effort  is  avoided  and  better  results  obtained  by 
well-laid  plans.  During  the  year  618  cases  have  been  handled,  of 
which  95  were  carried  over  from  the  first  six  months,  and  508  were 
new  cases.  Of  these  301  had  been  patients  in  the  Hospital,  and  146 
were  referred  from  the  out-maternity  service  and  the  dispensary. 
Very  few  dispensary  cases  were  taken  this  year.  Infants  and  chil- 
dren number  261.  Of  course  the  number  of  children  fell  off  very 
decidedly  on  the  closing  of  the  children's  department  last  October. 
The  number  of  visits  made  was  1,255.  The  number  of  visits  made 
to  the  office  by  patients  has  not  been  summed  up  for  the  entire  time 
since  the  office  was  established,  but  65  calls  were  received  during 
September  and  October.  There  has  been  $148.21  used  in  relief  work; 
$83 79  wa?  used  as  emergency  relief  and  in  various  ways  according 
to  Miss  Persons'  judgment  and  $64.42  was  loaned,  of  which  $48.92 
has  been  returned.  Over  forty  of  the  other  philanthropic  agencies 
of  the  city  have  co-operated  with  us,  either  by  helping  on  our  cases, 
or  asking  help  of  theirs.  Of  the  many  various  ways  in  which  our 
patients  are  helped,  a  few  instances  are  cited :  Probably  in  95  per 
cent  of  the  maternity  cases  in  the  Hospital,  the  baby  is  the  first  child 
and  the  mother  usually  entirely  inexperienced  in  its  care.  These 
mothers,  as  well  as  those  in  the  out-maternity  service,  are  visited 
and  instructed  in  the  care  of  the  babies  and  themselves.  When 
necessary,  demonstrations  of  treatment  are  given.  The  mothers 
show  much  appreciation  of  this  service.  As  no  special  baby-welfare 
nurses  were  allotted  to  the  Twentieth  Ward  last  summer  we  offered 
our  co-operation,  and  any  sick  babies  in  this  neighborhood  known  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  summer  work  were  referred  to  us. 
Eighty-one  babies  were  registered  and  262  visits  made  to  them  dur- 
ing July  and  August.  Only  one  of  these  babies  died.  A  compara- 
tively easy  and  very  effective  way  of  helping  our  discharged  patients 
is  by  placing  them  in  convalescent  homes.     Thirty  women,  ten  chil- 
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dren  and  one  man  were  helped  back  to  health  in  this  way  and  during 
the  summer  forty-six  others  were  sent  to  the  country  for  a  vacation. 
The  conditions  that  are  the  hardest  to  adjust,  the  slowest  to  yield 
to  pressure,  moral  or  otherwise,  are  those  resulting  from  defects  of 
character,  either  in  the  patient  or,  which  is  often  quite  as  important, 
some  member  of  the  family.  Mrs.  A.  had  twice  been  a  patient  in  the 
Hospital  where  she  had  undergone  successful  surgical  treatment. 
She  had  been  sent  to  the  convalescent  home  and  got  built  up.  Re- 
turning to  her  home  and  son,  aged  21,  who  is  all  her  family,  she  found 
the  rent  and  other  household  bills  unpaid,  although  the  son  earns 
$20.00  a  week.  He  doles  out  to  her  a  dollar  or  two  a  week  as  he 
feels  like  it  and  spends  the  rest  on  himself.  She  borrowed  from  her 
friends,  mortgaged  her  furniture,  getting  deeper  and  deeper  into 
trouble  till  she  felt  that  the  only  way  out  was  to  commit  suicide. 
The  need  of  money  is  only  part  of  her  trouble,  for  it  cuts  her  deeply 
to  receive  such  treatment  from  her  son.  Two  lines  are  out  to  remedy 
this  situation :  A  Y.  M.  C.  A.  worker  has  agreed  to  get  acquainted 
with  the  boy  and  try  to  influence  him  to  change  his  mode  of  life  ; 
also  a  friend  of  the  family  has  been  interviewed  who  knows  both 
mother  and  son  well.  He  has  agreed  to  talk  to  the  boy  and  if  that 
does  not  effect  a  change,  to  give  him  a  'thrashing.'  If  both  of  these 
plans  fail  we  shall  have  him  arrested  for  non-support  of  his  mother. 
A  young  fellow  of  twenty  came  to  the  Hospital  for  treatment  of  an 
injured  foot  long  neglected.  Amputation  was  necessary  and  then  an 
arrangement  was  made  for  him  to  have  an  artificial  foot,  to  be  paid 
for  when  he  earned  the  money.  As  soon  as  he  was  able  to  work 
a  position  was  secured  for  him,  and  the  debt  was  paid  in  a  few 
months.  Judging  from  his  past  history  and  present  indications,  it 
seems  as  though  he  would  do  better  in  his  present  condition  than  he 
ever  did  before. 

"Last  August  the  family  of  one  of  our  maternity  cases  was 
found  to  be  in  great  need.  There  were  eight  children,  the  oldest 
girl  and  boy,  aged  15  and  17  years,  respectively,  working  for  very 
small  wages,  the  father  drinking  most  of  the  time  and  giving  his 
family  very  little  support.  We  gave  them  clothing  and  a  little 
emergency  relief,  sent  three  of  the  children  to  the  country,  and 
reported  the  father  to  the  Juvenile  Protective  League,  but  before 
anything  could  be  done  to  him  he  deserted.  The  Charities  were 
notified  and  they  now  have  regular  relief,  including  three  quarts  of 
milk  daily.  The  children  are  undersized  but  intelligent.  They  have 
come  a  good  many  times  to  the  Hospital  for  books  and  magazines 
which  we  distribute  after  the  Library  Committee  is  through  with 
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them.  A  number  of  our  patients  whose  condition  appeared  to  be  at 
least  partially  due  to  lack  of  proper  nourishment  have  been  found  to 
have  teeth  in  very  bad  shape.  This  has  appeared  to  be  such  an  im- 
portant factor  in  their  ill-health  that  we  have  in  eight  cases  begun 
to  put  the  teeth  in  thorough  order.  In  three  of  these  cases  this 
includes  getting  a  complete  upper  and  a  partial  lower  plate.  We 
feel  that  this  is  but  the  beginning  of  a  very  important  branch  of  our 
work.  We  have  made  an  effort  from  time  to  time  during  the  year 
to  secure  volunteers  to  assist  Miss  Persons  in  friendly  visiting,  but  we 
have  succeeded  in  securing  but  one,  Mrs.  Caldwell  of  Oak  Park,  who 
is  visitor  to  one  family.  We  feel  sorry  that  there  are  not  more 
friendly  visitors,  as  it  is  good  both  for  the  visitor  and  the  visited. 
Your  Chairman  hopes  to  do  some  of  this  work  when  a  little  more 
leisure  offers.  We  feel  that  Miss  Persons  herself  has  been  most 
efficient  and  conscientious  and  should  look  back  on  the  past  year's 
work  with  the  peaceful  feeling  that  she  has  accomplished  much  for 
the  Master. 

"Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Legal  Aid  Society,  Juvenile 
Protective  League  and  Law  and  Order  League,  we  have  been  able 
to  assist  in  adjusting  the  affairs  of  some  of  our  patients  to  a  more 
comfortable  and  livable  basis.  One  of  the  hardest  things  to  do>  is  to 
secure  work  for  people  physically  handicapped.  Yet  a  problem  that 
we  have  ever  before  us  is  to  find  employment  for  men  and  women 
who  are  willing  to  work  but  cannot  do  hard  work.  At  a  certain 
stage  of  convalescence  it  is  Wonderfully  stimulating  to.  the  mental  and 
physical  tone  to  have  work  that  one  can  do  satisfactorily.  This  is 
especially  true  when  one  feels  himself  a  financial  burden,  and  can 
earn  a  little  money  by  his  own  work. 

"Miss  Persons  reports  an  extension  of  our  service  on  which  we 
had  not  counted.  On  numerous  occasions  our  regular  patients  have 
brought  the  affairs  of  their  friends  *and  neighbors  to  her  attention  for 
advice  and  direction.  Sometimes  this  is  done  in  the  homes,  and 
at  other  times  they  are  brought  or  sent  to  the  office. 

"The  critical  observation  of  the  families  of  patients  in  regard  to 
their  health,  and  the  urging  of  all  suspected  cases  of  tuberculosis  to 
undergo  examination  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  cases  beginning 
treatment  in  a  far  more  hopeful  stage  of  the  disease  than  if  they 
had  been  left  to  their  own  initiative.  In  this  connection  we  also 
have  been  able  to  co-operate  with  the  tuberculosis  nurses  by  fur- 
nishing bed-comfortables  that  had  been  donated  by  ladies  of  the 
Board,  to  patients  in  whom  we  were  mutually  interested,  so  that  they 
might  have  individual  sleeping  accommodations.     Next  winter  seems 
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a  long  way  off  just  now,  but  our  friends  might  make  a  note  of  the 
fact  that  we  would  be  very  glad  to  have  more  comfortables  when 
cold  weather  conies  again." 

If  the  Social  Service  work  has  brought  us  joy,  we  can  surely 
say  the  same  of  the  relation  that  has  been  established  between  the 
Board  and  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  as  the  report  of  Mrs. 
James  B.  Herrick,  Chairman,  indicates.     She  says : 

"The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Hospital  has  established  dur- 
ing the  past  year  two  scholarships  of  $420.00  each  in  the  School 
for  Nurses,  for  any  young  women  wishing  to  devote  their  time  to 
missionary  or  social  service  for  at  least  three  years  after  receiving 
their  training.  These  scholarships  are  being  used.  The  Board  has 
made  a  loan  of  $150.00,  payable  in  monthly  installments,  to  a  nurse 
needing  assistance  for  her  remaining  fifteen  months  of  training. 
It  has  also  brought  itself  into  close  and  pleasant  relationship  with 
the  Nurses  Alumna?  Association  of  the  School  by  assuming  its  pay- 
ment of  half  the  sum  required  to  endow  a  room  in  the  Hospital 
for  graduate  nurses  which  the  association  had  wished  to  endow  as 
a  memorial  to  the  only  member  of  the  school  who  has  died  since 
its  organization,  Miss  Mary  Bryne.  The  obligation  undertaken  by 
the  Woman's  Board  is  the  payment  of  $5,000.00,  one-fifth  of  which 
has  already  been  paid  to  the  Hospital.  The  room  has  been  selected, 
No.  440,  and  the  name-plate  is  placed  upon  the  door.  The  Nurses 
Alumna?  Association  was  established  in  1907,  and  now  numbers 
70  members.  The  number  of  graduates  from  its  school  is  92.  It 
is  hoped  that  all  graduates  will  eventually  become  members  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  assist  in  its  various  progressive  activities 
and  share  in  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  co-operation.  The 
school  has  averaged  during  the  year,  123  nurses,  15  of  these  grad- 
uates, and  108  enrolled  pupils.  Various  lectures,  not  in  the  medicaJ 
course,  have  been  given  to  the  nurses  during  the  winter,  notably 
that  of  Dr.  Mary  Noble  of  India,  and  Dr.  Anna  Gloss  of  Pekin, 
China.  Christmas  was  celebrated  in  its  usual  festive  manner,  gifts 
of  money  and  suitable  donations  from  both  Boards  adding  to  the 
holiday  cheer.  The  graduating  exercises  of  the  school  will  take 
place  Tuesday,  April  18,  when  it  is  hoped  that  Dr.  A.  A.  Bevan 
will  give  the  medical  address  and  Dr.  Hardin  will  speak  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Church." 

The  work  of  this  Committee,  as  of  all  the  committees,  has  been 
constantly  kept  before  us  in  the  quarterly  reports  which  have  been 
published  in  our  Hospital  Bulletin.     The  Bulletin   Committee   has 
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been  changed  somewhat  in  having  a  new  Chairman,  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Janney,  instead  of  Mrs.  H.  H.  Belfield.  Mrs.  Janney  says:  "En- 
couraged by  the  welcome  with  which  the  Bulletin  was  greeted  dur- 
ing the  early  months  of  its  existence,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board 
continued  its  publication  with  the  hope  that  it  would  gain  an  in- 
creasing circulation  among  the  friends  of  the  Hospital,  and  convey 
a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  beneficent  ministrations  of  that 
institution.  Greatly  did  the  Board  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Henry  H.  Belfield,  whose  continued  absence  in  Europe  necessitated 
such  action,  for  to  her  we  are  indebted  for  much  of  the  hard,  initial 
work  incident  to  the  introduction  of  the  Bulletin.  Mrs.  James  W. 
Janney  was  appointed  her  successor.  The  new  Chairman,  with 
Mrs.  James  B.  Herrick,  Miss  Elizabeth  Ross,  and  Miss  Martha 
Gemmell,  constitute  the  present  Committee.  During  the  past  year 
the  magazine  has  been  published  quarterly,  and  although  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  subscribers,  the  heart's  desire 
of  the  founders  to  make  it  self-supporting  has  not  been  realized," 
as  the  financial  report  shows.  The  receipts  from  subscriptions  have 
been  $27.15,  while  the  disbursements  have  been  $132.80,  leaving  a 
deficit  of  $105.65.  While  this  is  to  be  regretted,  we  feel  our  little 
Bulletin  is  sufficiently  needed  to  warrant  our  continuance. 

Not  all  of  the  important  work  we  are  doing  can  be  expressed 
in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents,  for  another  service  is  rendered,  a 
personal  one  which  in  no  way  depletes  the  treasury,  but  brings  cheer 
to  the  suffering  ones,  tiding  them  over  many  a  trying  hour.  This 
is  the  service  rendered  by  the  Visiting  and  Devotional  Committee, 
consisting  of  twelve  members,  of  which  Mrs.  F.  A.  Selden  is  Chair- 
man and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Small  is  Vice-Chairman.     Mrs.  Selden  reports: 

"There  is  probably  no  experience  in  life  that  calls  for  sympathy 
more  loudly  than  where  one  is  sick,  and  away  from  home  and  friends. 
Just  to  be  sick  awakens  sympathy,  but  to  be  in  a  great  city  among 
strangers,  added  to  the  burden  of  pain,  is  a  trial  indeed.  To  meet 
such  cases  this  Committee  is  constituted.  The  sunshine  brought 
to  a  lonely  bedside  by  a  kindly  visit  will  often  do  much  in  aiding 
a  recovery,  and  when  the  heart  has  been  made  tender  through  suf- 
fering, a  good  word  for  Jesus  may  be  effectively  spoken.  During 
the  year  this  Committee  has  on  different  days  each  week  visited 
the  Hospital  and  has  made  about  2,100  calls.  That  these  visits 
have  not  been  in  vain  is  witnessed  by  the  eagerness  with  which  the 
second  visit  is  welcomed,  and  by  the  letters  received  from  patients 
who  have  gone  out  expressing  gratitude  and  appreciation.     Flowers, 
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always  messengers  of  cheer,  have  aided  in  the  work  of  bringing  a 
little  gladness  to  those  who  must  bear  the  tedium  of  pain." 

The  Committee  on  Entertainments  grew  out  of  this  Visiting- 
Committee,  and  has  planned  programs  for  Saturday  afternoons  once 
a  month.  These  entertainments  have  brought  joy  to  the  patients 
and  a  break  in  the  somewhat  routine  life  of  the  Hospital.  Miss 
White,  who  has  had  charge  of  this  branch  of  the  work,  writes : 

"The  recent  programs  given  by  the  Entertainment  Committee 
have  created  a  new  atmosphere,  in  which  we  find  our  patients  and 
Visiting  Committee  drawn  closer  together,  not  only  spiritually,  but 
socially.  The  entertainments  were  varied,  much  thought  being  given 
to  the  selection  of  the  numbers,  which  afforded  such  pleasure  and 
enjoyment  to  our  audiences.  Ninety-nine  of  Chicago's  artists  have 
responded  and  given  of  their  time  and  talents,  making  of  this  work 
a  great  success.  To  these  generous  friends  our  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion have  been  expressed  through  the  columns  of  the  Bulletins. 
The  fourteen  entertainments  given  since  last  April  have  been  at- 
tended by  an  average  of  thirty-seven  convalescent  patients.  Fifty- 
six  was  the  largest  audience  at  one  time ;  of  these  twenty-two  came 
in  wheel-chairs." 

There  is  no  end  to  the  demands  made  on  a  committee,  as  shown 
by  the  request  to  this  one  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital, 
that  it  provide  suitable  music  for  the  Sabbath  morning  services. 
The  request  met  with  a  ready  response  and  the  movement  was  in- 
augurated in  March  by  the  students  of  the  senior  class  of  McCormick 
Seminary,  who  sang  duets  and  solos  and  led  the  singing  of  the 
hymns.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  have  the  different  churches 
carry  on  the  good  work  begun. 

The  Entertainment  that  is  looked  forward  to  most  is  that  of  the 
holiday  season,  which  this  year  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  special 
committee,  known  as  the  Christmas  Committee,  with  Mrs.  Isabella 
Simpson  as  Chairman.  She  had  as  her  assistants,  Mrs.  Theo.  A. 
Shaw,  Jr.,  Mrs.  W.  B.  Martin,  and  Mrs.  Frederick  Childs.  To 
this  committee  was  given  a  total  sum  of  $249,  representing  special 
gifts  and  a  donation  of  $150.00  from  the  Woman's  Board.  This 
money  was  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  dinner  and  enter- 
tainment. So  many  generous  donations  were  given  this  committee 
with  which  to  work  that  they  have  still  to  their  credit  in  the  treasury 
$55.  The  entertainment  was  provided  by  the  Lexington  Quartette. 
Mr.  Emile  Bruglio,  in  an  act,  "Feats  of  Strength,"  and  Mr.  Harold 
DeBray  in   impersonations,   were  most  enthusiastically  received   by 
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the  patients.     The  Hospital,  decorated  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Bacon,  assumed  its  customary  festive  appearance. 

The  last  report  to  be  presented,  but  by  no  means  the  jeast  in 
importance,  tells  of  the  work  of  our  faithful  Library  Committee, 
who,  under  great  discouragements,  have  met  regularly  each  month 
during  the  past  year.  The  tearing  down  of  the  old  building  left 
this  Committee  without  a  place  to  call  their  own  in  which  to  carry 
on  their  work.  Nevertheless,  Mrs.  Frederick  Carter  reports  that 
"all  bookcases  have  been  kept  filled,  and  fresh  magazines  distributed. 
Books  are  taken  also  to  the  Pavilion.  As  there  are  no  bookcases 
there,  the  nurses  have  charge  of  them,  and  see  that  patients  wishing 
reading  matter  are  provided.  To  all  friends  who  have  so  kindly 
sent  us  books  and  magazines  we  are  very  grateful.  To  the  Woman's 
Board  for  their  annual  gift  of  money,  we  are  especially  grateful, 
as  without  it  we  should  be  unable  to  carry  on  our  work." 

In  all  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Board  we  feel  the  inspiration 
which  comes  from  our  able  and  resourceful  President.  Under  her 
leadership  we  look  forward  to  the  coming  year,  ready  and  willing 
to  undertake  all  that  may  be  given  us  to  do  to  increase  the  usefulness 
of  this  Hospital.  With  our  Master's  blessing  upon  us,  we  go  forth 
with  fresh  courage  to  His  service.

ENDOWMENT  FOR  THE  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

Nurses'  Schools  have  kept  pace  with  the  progress  of  other 
schools.  Women  studying  nursing  are  not  now,  as  formerly,  satis- 
fied with  being  placed  with  the  sick,  given  a  little  instruction,  some 
lectures  and  left  to  gain  by  experience  the  knowledge  which  should 
be  given  to  them  in  careful  class  work  and  by  close  and  constant 
supervision. 

Quite  as  unsatisfactory  has  this  old  method  of  training  become 
to  the  patient  and  to  the  modern  hospital,  and  to  such  an  extent 
has  this  dissatisfaction  been  recognized,  that  in  thirty-three  states 
of  the  Union  there  are  now  laws  governing  the  education  of  nurses, 
providing  inspectors  to  investigate  Nurses'  Schools,  and  Boards  of 
Examiners  before  which  nurses  have  to  appear  and  show  themselves 
qualified  before  they  are  recognized  as  Registered  Nurses.     Failure 
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to  pass  such   examinations  places  the   nurse   and   trie  school   from 
which  she  graduates  in  the  second  or  a  lower  rank. 

Thus,  almost  at  a  bound,  has  the  situation  changed  from  the  un- 
dergraduate hospital  nurse,  paid  to  care  for  the  patient,  satisfied  with 
little  teaching,  to  the  student  nurse  working  without  money,  but  for 
an  education,  and  backed  by  the  State  in  her  expectation  of  modern 
educational  methods  in  the  school  she  enters. 

To  meet  these  demands,  therefore,  the  Nurses'  School  has  to 
provide  the  essentials  of  the  modern  school — teachers  and  equip- 
ment, such  as  laboratories,  class  rooms,  etc. 

By  teachers  we  do  not  mean  head  nurses  or  supervisors,  these 
women  being  so  occupied  with  the  detail  work  of  the  hospital,  with 
the  actual  caring  for  the  sick  and  the  many  duties  involved  in  the 
everyday  life  of  a  busy  institution  that  their  time  and  energies  are 
absorbed  by  hospital  work  and  administration,  with  little  left  for 
teaching  in  the  proper  sense  of  the  word. 

Good  head  nurses  and  good  supervisors  are  not  always  good 
teachers,  and  vice  versa,  so  in  order  to  fill  the  needs  of  the  complex 
hospital  there  should  be,  under  the  superintendent  of  nurses,  these 
two  classes  of  women,  the  first  necessary  to  successfully  care  for 
the  patients  and  the  routine  work  of  the  hospital,  and  a  second,  much 
smaller  in  number,  to  instruct  and  train  the  pupil  nurses  and 
to  make  the  school  meet  the  educational  standards  of  modern  re- 
quirement. 

The  maintenance  of  such  a  staff  is  a  heavy  burden  to  the  hos- 
pital, which,  with  its  ever-increasing  expenses,  is  taxed  to  the  utmost. 

Hospitals  many  times  have  generous  donations,  are  liberally 
supported,  and  different  departments  sufficiently  endowed  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  those  departments. 

As  the  needs  of  Nurses'  Schools  are  not  as  yet  generally  under- 
stood, they  do  not,  naturally,  appeal  to  donors  as  do  the  needs  of 
other  departments.  They  have  not  received  the  consideration  they 
deserve,  nor  been  given  the  money  they  need  to  put  them  on  the 
firm  and  stable  basis,  which  now  State  Regulation  calls  for,  and  which 
endowment  alone  can  secure. 

It  is  felt  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  place  before  the  friends 
of  this  institution  the  needs  of  its  Nurses'  School  and  that  when 
it  is  realized  that  a  generous  endowment  would  secure  a  permanent 
high  standard  of  work,  would  give  opportunity  to  broaden  its  use- 
fulness and  would  relieve  the  hospital  of  one  of  its  heavy  burdens, 
that  such  an  endowment  will  be  provided.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
MARCH  31,  191 1. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  held  April  4,  19 10,  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  Board  has  held  meetings  each  month,  except  the  vacation 
season  of  July  and  August. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  and 
one  Special  Meeting. 

Eighteen  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  Roll  Call,  and 
there  have  been  twenty  resignations. 

One  member,  Miss  Wilbur,  has  been  removed  through  death. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  sixty-three,  and  this  does 
not  include  the  February  attendance,  which  was  greatly  reduced 
in  numbers  by  the  most  severe  storm  of  the  winter.  The  present 
enrollment  is  176. 

Since  the  last  report,  four  churches  have  been  added  to  our 
membership,  making  a  total  of  fifty  churches,  of  which  forty-eight 
are  Presbyterian  and  two  are  Congregational.

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EDITORIAL. 

An  Easter  morning,  many  years  ago,  witnessed  an  imposing 
and  notable  ceremonial  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  Chicago. 
The  occasion  was  the  dedication  as  a  grateful  Easter  offering  to  God 
and  humanity  of  that  portion  of  the  edifice  upon  which  the  name 
of  Daniel  A.  Jones  is  inscribed. 

Ever  since  the  first  conception  of  our  Hospital  in  the  thoughts 
of  pious  people,  care  and  skill  and  love  have  been  lavished  freely 
upon  it,  and  this  occasion  stands  out  in  high  relief  in  the  memories 
of  those  who  were  present,  and  who  heard  the  stirring  addresses  de- 
livered by  speakers  enthusiastically  interested  in  the  significant 
act  of  the  day. 

The  wife  and  daughters  of  Daniel  A.  Jones  had  erected  a  monu- 
ment to  their  love  of  the  husband  and  father,  and  a  memorial  to 
his  love  of  his  God  and  his  fellow  creatures. 

The  will  of  Mr.  Jones  contained  legacies  to  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  to  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  and  to  various  city  charities,  and  then  left  his  wife  and 
daughters  to  determine  what  other  and  ampler  gifts  should  ex- 
press his  sense  of  obligation  to  the  work  of  Christ  among  men.  The 
main  building  of  the  Hospital  was  the  result  of  their  decision,  and 


with  great  practical  wisdom  and  much  benevolent  insight  and  activ- 
ity, these  admirable  ladies  continued  to  manifest  their  faithful 
devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Hospital  and  the  sacred  work 
to  which  it  is  dedicated. 

The  addresses  delivered  upon  this  occasion  were  worthy  of 
the  subject  which  inspired  them.     We  quote  from  one  speaker: 

"The  work  which  we  commemorate  today  connects  us  with 
the  ministry  of  Christ,  whose  double  mission  was  that  of  physician 
and  redeemer.  He  carried  on  a  continual  work  of  bodily  service. 
His  divine  word  exorcised  the  evil  powers  which  had  encamped  in 
the  fleshly  Tabernacle.  His  divine  hand  imparted  health  to  the 
diseased  and  enfeebled  body.  He  saw  the  lame  hobbling  along  the 
stony  road  ;  He  saw  the  dumb  unable  to  utter  a  word  of  human 
speech  ;  He  saw  the  deaf,  to  whom  the  human  voice  was  as  noth- 
ing ;  He  saw  the  blind  moving  with  timid  step,  and  uttering  a 
despairing  cry,  and  He  gave  strength  and  speech  and  sight,  and 
brought  man  into  healthful  and  happy  relations  with  nature  and 
humanity. 

"He  ever  carried  with  him  an  atmosphere  of  peace  and  heal- 
in  e." 


Extract  from  an  address  delivered  by  Dr.  John  Henry  Barrows 
at  the  dedication  of  the  Jones  Memorial  Building : 

"This  Hospital  is  called  Presbyterian  after  the  example  of  one 
in  Philadelphia. 

The  name  Presbyterian  represents  business  integrity  and  prac- 
tical wisdom,  and  inspires  confidence  with  the  public,  and  it  is  broad 
enough  to  include  a  denomination  that  covers  a  continent  with 
churches  from  Florida  to  Alaska.  It  represents  a  doctrine  and  polity 
that  have  been  identified  with  Republican  liberty  from  those  Puri- 
tan elders  who  ruled  in  the  early  churches  of  Boston  to  the  time 
when  Dr.  Witherspoon  plead  for  independence  on  the  floor  of  the 
Continental  Congress. 

It  is  broad  enough  to  cover  some  of  the  chief  triumphs  of  lib- 
erty in  Scotland,  Ireland  and  England,  and  the  most  heroic  annals 
in  Holland,  Switzerland  and  France. 

It  is  broad  enough  to  include  the  Reformed  churches  of  Ger- 
many and  the  martyr  churches  of  the  Waldensian  Alps.     When   I 


think  how  freely  the  Presbyterian  Church  throws  open  its  doors 
to  all  believers,  when  I  remember  the  breadth  and  sweep  of  its 
march  through  history,  I  am  willing  to  think  ours  the  broadest  of 
denominational  names,  and  to  claim  for  our  polity  the  words  of 
Melville :     "My  Country  is  wherever  goodness  is." 

The  name  Presbyterian  represents  an  earnest  evangelical  faith, 
wide  reaching  enough  to  girdle  the  globe  with  Christian  missions, 
and  to  build  hospitals  for  Persian  and  Chinese,  for  Arab  and 
Hindoo." 


REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCE. 

A  year  ago  your  Finance  Committee  proposed  that  each  member 
of  the  Board  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  personally  subscrib- 
ing or  pledging  a  certain  sum  annually  for  the  requirements  of  the 
Board  and  thereby  relieving  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  burden 
previously  imposed  upon  it  of  raising  money  by  entertainments  of 
various  kinds.  A  letter  to  this  effect  was  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  Board  last  May  and  resulted  in  subscriptions  and  pledges 
amounting  to  $3,216.00.  This  result,  while  falling  below  our  ex- 
pectations, was  sufficiently  satisfactory  to  induce  the  Board  to  con- 
tinue this  method  of  securing  the  necessary  funds  and,  therefore, 
issued  another  letter  of  solicitation  to  each  member  of  the  Board, 
asking  for  similar  subscriptions  and  pledges  during  the  coming 
year.  All  checks  sent  to  the  Treasurer,  Miss  Rose  Mason,  843 
Belden  avenue,  will  be  gratefully  received  and  promptly  asknowl- 
edged.

SOCIAL  SERVICE  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL. 

Dr.  Cabot  of  the  General  Hospital  of  Massachusetts  was  one 
of  the  first  physicians  to  endeavor  to  care  for  the  minds  and  spirits 
as  well  as  the  bodies  of  his  patients.  His  example  inspired  the 
social   service   work   in   the    Presbyterian    Hospital    of   Chicago    as 


well  as  in  many  others.  Fortunate,  indeed,  were  we  to  have  him 
address  in  person  an  audience  of  nurses,  doctors  and  many  of  our 
Women's  Auxiliary  Board  at  the  close  of  the  Child's  Welfare 
Exhibit.  The  nurses  of  the  Illinois  Training  School,  Children's 
Memorial,  Mary  Thompson,  Frances  Willard  hospitals  and  Rush 
Medical  students  were  invited.  About  250  persons  were  present. 
Dr.  Cabot  gave  us  much  food  for  thought  in  his  forcible  address. 
He  spoke  of  the  unsatisfactory  narrowness  of  specialization.  Doc- 
tors and  nurses  are  experts,  and  they  are  so  busy  taking  care  of 
the  bodies  of  patients  they  sometimes  almost  forgot  the  necessary 
care  of  the  minds  and  spirits.  Flere  some  one  is  needed  to  supple- 
ment their  work,  a  third  disinterested  party,  who  should  be  the 
social  service  worker.  A  wound  will  not  heal  properly  if  the 
patient  is  not  eating  well,  sleeping  well  and  is  worrying  about  the 
home  conditions.  Very  many  of  these  patients  are  very  poor.  As 
they  He  upon  their  cots,  their  minds  necessarily  wander  to  the 
family  at  home,  wondering  how  the  children  are  getting  along,  if 
they  have  enough  to  eat,  and  here  the  social  worker  should  visit 
the  home,  secure  the  co-operation  of  some  of  our  charitable  agencies, 
if  necessary,  so  that  the  family's  pressing  needs  are  cared  for,  and 
return  with  this  cheering  news  to  the  bedside  of  the  sufferer.  As 
a  rule,  the  hospital  experience  is  a  new  one  to  the  patient,  he  is 
ignorant,  everything  terrifies  him,  he  needs  to  have  his  condition 
explained,  to  be  reassured  as  to  the  outcome,  and  he  should  know 
whether  he  is  going  to  live  or  die.  The  doctors  and  nurses  are  too 
busy  to  have  time  for  all  this.  The  social  worker  should  do  every- 
thing she  can  to  set  the  patient's  mind  at  ease,  remembering  each 
patient  is  an  individual  and  his  case  the  only  one  in  the  hospital  as 
far  as  he  is  concerned.  The  doctors  and  nurses  necessarily  be- 
come victims  of  the  illusions  of  routine.  When  the  doctor  is  ready 
for  an  examination,  perhaps  he  tells  the  patient  to  lie  flat  on  his 
back ;  instead  of  doing  this  the  patient  turns  over  on  his  face.  The 
doctor  is  tempted  to  be  irritated,  forgetting  this  is  the  first  time 
this  patient  has  received  this  instruction.  He  passes  down  a  corri- 
dor and  meets  a  new  patient  who'  asks  the  way  to  a  certain  place 
in  the  hospital ;  perhaps  a  hundred  other  patients  have  done  the  same 
thing ;  the  doctor  and  nurse  are  tempted  to  forget  that  this  patient 
is  having  his  first  experience  in  finding  his  way  about  the  hospital. 
If  the  patient  passes  through  his  hospital  experience  and  is  re- 
stored to  convalesence,  the  social  worker  should  follow  him  to  his 
home,  note  the  home  conditions  and  see  that  he  has  proper  food  to 
enable  him  to  reach  complete  recovery.     If  it  is  necessary  for  him 
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to  have  a  change  of  air  and  scene,  some  of  our  many  charitable 
agencies  should  be  communicated  with,  and  he  assisted  to  such  a 
vacation.  If  this  is  not  done,  the  patient  is  apt  to  have  a  relapse 
and  return  to  the  hospital.  In  the  case  of  babies  who  have  been 
inmates  of  the  hospital  and  returned  to  their  homes,  it  is  most  neces- 
sary, very  often,  that  the  mothers  should  receive  instructions  in 
the  food  and  care  of  these  little  ones,  or  they  will  soon  fall  ill 
again  and  return  to  the  hospital,  either  to  die  or  become  an  added 
expense.  The  doctor  and  nurse  must  co-operate  with  the  social 
worker,  referring  to  her  such  patients  as  need  her  ministrations. 

"Social  Service"  work  is  still  in  its  infancy,  and  the  next  few 
years  will  probably  see  great  developments  along  this  much-needed 
line.  E.  W.  S.  Brophy.

Dr.  Martin  D.  Hardin,  pastor  of  the  Third  Presby- 
terian Church,  gave  the  address  representing  the  church.  Here 
again  the  note  was  one  of  cheer  and  a  sincere  recognition  of  the 
great  opportunities  of  the  profession  of  nursing. 

Mr.  Day  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  Mrs.  Graham  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  in  presenting  the  school  pins  added  im- 
pressive words  to  those  already  so  convincingly  given. 

The  program  was  most  happily  varied  by  the  charming  sing- 
ing of  Miss  Jeanette  Holmes,  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  Holmes, 
for  many  years  on  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises  refreshments  were  served  to  the 


guests  of  the   school,  who  found  the  Home  attractively   decorated 
with  flowers  sent  to   the  graduating  nurses.

Mrs.  Cyrus  H.  McCormick.  Honorary  President,  is  known 
and  honored  by  all  Presbyterians  the  world  over.  The  name 
is  not  only  known  because  of  the  machine  that  helps  to  make  bread 
attainable  by  all  classes  of  people,  but  it  means  much  to  the  Presby- 
terian denomination,  as  the  two  endowed  rooms  and  a  bed  in  our 
Hospital  and  the  Theological  Seminary  which  bears  the  name  of 
McCormick,  testify.  Nor  does  Mrs.  McCormick  confine  her  sym- 
pathies to  our  own  land,  but  many  sick  women  and  children 
in  hospitals  abroad  under  the  care  of  our  missionaries  are  bene- 
fited by  her  generosity  and  loving  sympathy. 

The  impression  must  not  be  given  that  Mrs.  McCormick  is 
the  first  to  serve  the  Woman's  Board  in  this  capacity,  for  earlier 
days  in  the  work  must  be  brought  to  mind.  With  the  addition1 
of  the  Jane  Murdock  Memorial  building  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital has  never  seemed  so  prosperous  as  now.  But  in  our  re- 
joicing over  present  conditions  let  us  not  forget  the  time  when 
there  were  comparatively  few  people  who  were  interested.  In 
the  last  number  of  the  Bulletin  reference  was  made  to  the  large 
part  taken  in  the  beginnings  of  the  Hospital  by  the  family  of  Mr. 
Daniel   A.    Jones.      We   should   like  to   bear   record   to   the    faithful 


work  done  by  the  members  of  the  Jones  family,  three  generations 
of  whom  have  given  efficient  service  for  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Board.  Mrs.  Jones  was  the  first  to  be  placed  on  this  roll  of  Honor- 
ary Presidents  and  until  her  death  showed  her  interest  in  many 
ways  in  the  work  done  by  the  Hospital.  Though  in  advanced 
years  and  feeble  health  she  was  always  present  at  the  meetings 
when  able,  sitting  on  the  platform  at  the  right  of  the  president  and 
taking  a  wise  part  in  the  administration  of  affairs.  On  the  death 
of  Mrs.  D.  C.  Marquis,  then  president  of  the  Board,  Mrs.  Octavius 
S.  Newell,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Jones,  served  as  president  for  a  year 
and  a  half,  declining  re-election.  She  is  now  first  vice-president  of 
the  Board.  The  third  generation  is  represented  by  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  C.  F.  Childs,  who  is  one  of  the  committee  from  the  Lake 
Forest  church. 

After  twelve  years  of  active  service  as  president  of  the  Board, 
Mrs.  Charles  D.  Hamill  was  the  second  to  be  elected  to  this  posi- 
tion of  Honorary  President.  Though  ill  at  the  time  we  hoped  that 
by  the  putting  aside  of  the  more  strenuous  duties  of  active  presi- 
dent, we  might  for  many  years  have  the  benefit  of  her  experience 
and  counsel,  but  to  our  regret  and  sorrow  she  very  soon  afterward 
was  called  to  a  land  where  there  is  neither  sickness  nor  death. 

Though  as  is  seen,  there  have  been  two  honorary  presidents 
to  precede  Mrs.  McCormick,  it  was  not  until  March,  191 1,  that 
the  Executive  Committee  recommended  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Board  voted  that  we  create  a  new  list  of  officers  to  be  called 
Honorary  Vice-Presidents,  and  in  this  way  emphasize  the  estimate 
we  place  on  the  women  whom  we  always  delight  to  honor. 

Mrs.  A.  J.  Averill  has  shown  her  interest  in  the  Hospital  in 
various  ways.  The  endowed  ward  of  twelve  beds  that  bears  her 
husband's  name  is  a  tangible  evidence  of  this  interest.  During  the 
Thanksgiving  season  every  year  Mrs.  Averill  remembers  the  pa- 
tients in  a  substantial  and  beautiful  way,  by  sending  quantities  of 
delicacies,  fruits  and  flowers,  which  are  much  appreciated  by  the 
sick  ones. 

Another  of  the  prominent  Presbyterians  of  Chicago  is  Mrs. 
T.  B.  Blackstone,  who  has  always  borne  her  full  share  in  the 
maintenance  of  all  public  spirited  enterprises  and  philanthropies  of 
the  city.  Not  only  locally  but  throughout  our  country  is  she  well 
known  and  honored  because  of  her  sympathetic  kindness  and  gener- 
osity. Her  large  contribution  to  the  endowment  fund  of  our  Hos- 
pital  is   an   indication   of  the  place   it  holds   in   her   benevolences. 
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Quiet  and  charming  in  her  personality  she  has  endeared  herself  to 
the  many  hearts  which  have  felt  her  influence. 

A  near  neighbor  of  Mrs.  Blackstone  for  many  years  on  Michi- 
gan Avenue  looking  out  on  the  beautiful  lake,  is  Mrs.  William 
Blair.  Mrs.  Blair  has  given  herself  unreservedly  to  the  work  of 
the  Kingdom  both  at  home  and  abroad,  doing  much  to  advance  the 
cause  so  dear  to  her.  The  beautiful  room  which  she  has  endowed 
in  the  Hospital  is  a  fit  memorial  to  the  husband  who  has  already 
passed  to  his  reward. 

A  few  years  ago  when  Mr.  D.  L.  Moody  was  doing  his  won- 
derful work  in  Chicago,  bringing  lost  men  and  women  to  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  Savior,  no  one  stood  by  him  with  more  cheer  and 
active  co-operation  than  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  V.  Farwell.  Interested 
in  all  organizations  having  for  their  aim  the  carrying  out  of  the 
teachings  and  principles  of  Christ,  they  have  shown  by  their  gifts 
their  appreciation  of  the  work  of  our  Hospital.  Mrs.  Farwell 
was  asked  and  consented  to  allow  us  to  place  her  name  among 
our  Honorary  Vice-Presidents.  She  is  always  ready  and  willing 
to  help  all  worthy  objects,  and  stands  high  in  our  love  and  esteem. 

To  this  galaxy  of  noble  women  we  have  one  more  name  to 
add,  that  of  Mrs.  Albert  Keep.  She  is  always  interested  in  the 
relief  of  the  needy.  It  must  therefore  be  a  great  satisfaction  to 
her  to  have  the  name  of  her  husband  associated  with  the  Memorial 
room  in  our  Hospital  which  she  has  endowed.  The  interests  of 
churches,  schools  and  training  institutions,  as  well  as  the  loving, 
efficient  care  of  the  sick  at  home  or  in  foreign  lands,  appeal  to 
her  warm  heart  and  affectionate  nature,  and  she  manifests  this 
interest  in  many  tangible  ways. 

Surely  our  Hospital  has  honored  itself  in  placing  the  names 
of  these  saintly  servants  of  the  great  Physician  on  its  Honor  Roll. 
May  they  long  be  spared  to  bless  us  with  their  noble  characters 
and  sweet  influences,  and  may  we  who  are  younger  strive  to  emu- 
late them  as   loyal   followers   of  the   Christ.

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
having  learned,  with  deep  regret,  of  the  great  loss  which  its  Board 
has  suffered,  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Charles  I.  Dangler  of  Lake  Forest, 
on  August  11,  191 1,  desires  to  extend  to  Mr.  Dangler  and  his  be- 
reaved  family,  its  tenderest  sympathy.

In  the  short  time  she  had  been  connected  with  our  Board 
she  had  already  endeared  herself  to  many  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  some  one  of  our  number  will  carry  out  Mrs.  Dangler's  cher- 
ished plan  of  interesting  groups  of  young  women  in  the  work  of 
the  Hospital,  her  object  being  to  develop  them  into  helpful  members 
of  our  Board  in  later  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  DONE  IN  THE  HOSPITAL  FOR 
SIX  MONTHS  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30,  191 1. 

The  total  days  treatment  of  patients  during  the  six  months 
was  32,149  as  against  36,095  last  year.  The  number  of  patients 
admitted  was  2,221,  a  decrease  of  109.  The  number  of  days  treat- 
ment given  to  free  patients  was  7,377  and  9,017  days  for  the  same 
period  last  year,  the  decrease  being  due  to  building  operations  which 
have  compelled  us  to  refuse  patients  almost  daily.

THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

In  relation  to  the  probable  date  of  the  completion  of  the  Jane 
Murdoch  Memorial  Building,  I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  give  as  en- 
couraging information  as  I  should  like  to  do.  Owing  to  the  strife 
between  the  plumbers  and  the  steam  fitters,  but  little  interior  work 
lias  been  done  for  the  last  five  months.  Had  the  trades  worked 
as  usual  there  would  have  been  no  difficulty  in  the  completion  of  the 
building  by  the  first  of  September.  Barring  unforeseen  accidents 
the  building  should  be  completed  in  about  three  months  from  this 
time.  Our  present  hope  is  that  we  may  be  able  to  go  into  it  not 
later  than  February  1.  The  delay  is  most  unfortunate  for  the  Hos- 
pital, as  we  have  never  had  as  urgent  demand  for  accommodation 
for  patients,  and  the  loss  of  ninety  beds,  which  we  would  have  had 
in  the  new  building,  is  a  very  serious  handicap.  Every  effort  is< 
being  made  to  push  the  building  as  rapidly  as  possible  and  we  hope 
that  no  unforeseen  drawback  will  occur  hereafter.

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With  the  arrival  within  the  last  few  days  of  a  Fall  class  num- 
bering 25  we  are  again  most  unpleasantly  crowded  for  bed  rooms 
in  the  Home,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  to  provide  rooms  for 
the  head  nurses  on  a  floor  of  the  Hospital  still  more  emphasizes  the 
great  need  of  a  larger  home  for  the  nurses. 

We  regret  that  we  are  not  able  to  report  that  the  endowment 
for  the  school  has  been  started,  the  need  and  benefit  of  this  endow- 
ment have  been  previously  stated. 

The  generosity  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  in  giving  as- 
sistance to  our  pupils  by  allowing  small  loans  and  in  granting 
scholarships  has  proved  most  helpful  and  is  much  appreciated. 

October  first  brings  again  class  work  and  the  lecture  season  for 
our  pupils. 

This  and  a  heavy  and  busy  hospital  will  for  the  Winter  fully 
occupy  the  time  and  energy  of  all  members  of  the  school.

SCHOOL  NOTES. 

Because  of  the  ten-hour  law  in  Illinois  recently  passed  to  govern 
the  working  day  of  women,  the  hours  of  the  night  supervisor  (which 
have  always  been  twelve  hours  of  night  duty)  have  had  to  be  re-ar- 
ranged, detailing  some  of  her  duties  to  the  day  supervisors.  This 
means  relief  for  a  hard,  worked  woman  and  is  a  good  move.  One 
of  our  own  graduates,  Miss  Eleanor  Zuppann,  is  the  first  night 
supervisor  to  benefit  by  this  change. 

Nine  of  our  graduates  passed  the  recent  examination  given  by 
the  State  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners  of  Illinois  and  have  become 
registered  nurses.  This  brings  our  list  of  graduates  registered  up  to 
eighty-three.  As  only  those  who  can  claim  residence  in  the  state  are 
eligible  for  registration,  nurses  who  have  settled  in  other  states  or 
countries  cannot  present  themselves  for  examination. 

Miss  Winona  E.  Wilson,  graduate  of  the  class  of  1907,  and  for 
some  time  Supervisor  of  nursing  in  the  Hospital,  has  recently  ac- 
cepted the  position  of  Superintendent  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
at  Waterloo,  Iowa. 

Miss  Estella  M.  Craig,  graduate  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital 
of  Montreal,  and  for  some  time  head  nurse  of  a  medical  floor  in 
the  Hospital,  has  resigned  her  position  to  act  as  Night  Supervisor 
at  the  Edmonton  Hospital,  Canada.  The  position  thus  made  vacant 
has  been  filled  by  Miss  Carrie  E.  Gullickson,  graduate  of  the  class 
of  191 1  of  this  School. 

Miss  Mary  Jacobson,  graduate  of  the  class  of  1908  and  also 
of  the  Chicago  Lying-in  Hospital,  has  taken  charge  of  the  Obstet- 
rical Department.  This  position  was  filled  for  some  time  by  Miss 
Euretta  Kingsbury,  graduate  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  and  of  the  New  York  Lying-in  Hospital.  Miss  Kingsbury 
has  recently  been  married  to  Dr.  J,  R.  Beiter  of  Canton,  Ohio. 

Miss  Lina  L.  Davis,  graduate  of  the  class  of  1907,  who  lias 
for  some  time  been  associated  with  the  Pasadena  Hospital  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  during  the  summer  with  the  Infant  Welfare  Society  of 
Chicago,  has  accepted  the  position  of  Supervising  Nurse  at  the 
Hospital.

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BOARD  NOTES. 

The  death  of  Prof.  Willis  G.  Craig  on  July  4,  191 1,  not  only 
means  a  loss  to  McCormick  Theological  Seminary  and  to  Presby- 
terianism  generally  but,  as  it  means  the  removal  of  his  wife  and 
daughter  from  Chicago  to  Danville,  Ky.,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Board  of  this  Hospital  sustains  an  almost  irreparable  loss. 

Mrs.  Craig  is  not  only  a  charter  member  of  the  Board  but  for 
many  years  has  served  as  one  of  the  vice-presidents, — wise  in  coun- 
sel and  of  good  judgment. 

Because  of  uncertain  health  Mrs.  Craig  latterly  has  been  less 
active  than  in  former  years.  But  her  mantle  of  activity  has  fallen 
upon  the  shoulders  of  her  daughter  who  has  proven  a  worthy  suc- 
cessor. No  task  has  been  too  great  to  impose  upon  Miss  Craig  and 
when  once  accepted  the  result  has  been  assured. 

As  chairman  for  a  number  of  years  of  the  Associate  Mem- 
bership Committee  she  gave  to  it  her  unfailing  attention  and  when 
necessary  for  her  to  give  up  the  position  passed  it  to  her  successor 
in  splendid  condition.  For  the  past  year  she  has  acted  as  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  new  committee,  the  Young  Woman's  Hospital 
League  ;  and  plans  were  maturing  for  a  great  work  in  that  direction 
this  coming  year.  We  shall  greatly  miss  her  enthusiasm  and  win- 
ning personality. 

The  Board  extends  its  sympathy  to  these  friends  in  the  sorrow 
that  has  come  to  them  and  wishes  them  comfort  and  content  in 
their  new  surroundings. 

In  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  J.  C.  Peasley  of  the  Fourth  Church, 
because  of  ill  health  and  frequent  and  long  absences  from  the  city, 
the  Board  loses  another  charter  member.

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REPORT  OF  CHICAGO  CHILDREN'S   BENEFIT  LEAGUE 

COMMITTEE. 

Tag  Day  collections  for  the  Children's  Ward  of  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital  aggregated  $2,044.00.  These  figures,  which'  com- 
pare with  $2,114.17  collected  a  year  ago,  are  very  gratifying  when 
it  is  borne  in  mind  that  a  greater  number  of  charities  participated 
than  previously  and  that  a  heavy  rain  toward  the  close  of  the  day 
interfered  with  the  work. 

In  previous  years  it  has  been  customary  to  designate,  in  the 
report  of  receipts,  the  Presbyterian  churches  which  ranked  first 
and  second  in  the  sums  of  money  obtained  by  their  taggers.  This 
year  the  Eighth  Presbyterian  church  captured  the  banner,  collect- 
ing $366.30.  Second  on  the  list  is  the  Fullerton  Avenue  Church 
with  $296.01  to  its  credit.  Of  the  boxes  used  exclusively  by  one 
tagger  that  of  Miss  Maria  W.  Little  of  the  Second  Church  con- 
tained the  largest  sum,  $63.00. 

We  may  well  congratulate  these  winners  for  their  worthy 
achievements,  but  I  am  sure  they  all  agree  that  the  true  joy  and 
inspiration  of  tagging  lie  not  so  much  in  the  amount  of  money 
obtained  as  in  the  sense  of  a  Christian  service  performed  for  a 
noble  cause — the  welfare  of  the  children.  Nothing  more  fully 
reveals  the  great,  warm  heart  of  Chicago  and  nothing  appeals 
more  strongly  to  the  better  impulses  of  both  tagger  and  tagged  than 
these  popular  benefactions  for  the  little  unfortunates  of  this  wonder- 
ful city  of  ours. 

It  is  the  true  spirit  of  Tag  Day  not  to  pursue  but  simply  to  re- 
ceive with  smiles  and  thanks  the  pennies,  dimes  and  dollars  that 
rain  into  the  boxes.  Young  and  old,  rich  and  poor,  on  that  day 
are  volunteer  philanthropists.  With  the  newsboy's  mite  goes  his 
heart,  and  so  with  those  of  fuller  purse  who  give  larger  sums. 
The  officers  of  the  Children's  Benefit  League  are  bending  every 
effort  to  preserve  this  kindly,  generous  spirit  on  the  part  of  the 
public  and   to   prevent   anything   tending  to   cause   criticism. 

We  are  proud  of  our  taggers,  young  and  old,  many  of  whom 
went  to  their  work  before  the  dawn  with  prayers  on  their  lips  that 
they  might  keep  themselves  true  to  their  conception  of  what  the 
day  should  mean  to  all,  and  that  the  throngs  in  the  streets  might 
share  in  the  sense  of  an  unselfish,  Christian  service.  They  re- 
turned to  their  homes  in   the  evening   feeling  that  they  were  better 
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women   for   having   had   disclosed   to   them   the   nobler   side   of  the 
people  of  Chicago. 

It  is  regretted  that  want  of  space  forbids  personal  mention  of 
all  the  tireless,  zealous  workers  of  the  loyal  band  that  gave  its 
best  to  make  Tag  Day,  191 1,  a  day  of  inspiring  memories.

REPORT   OF   THE   PRESBYTERIAN   HOSPITAL    SOCIAL 
SERVICE  COMMITTEE. 

The  first  of  September  was  the  beginning  of  the  third  year 
of  our  Social  Service  work.  Looking  back  over  the  two  years  of 
work  it  cannot  be  questioned  that  this  department  has  added  very 
much  to  the  character  of  our  Hospital  as  a  philanthropic  institu- 
tion. In  this  time  wre  have  been  called  upon  to  assist  over  one 
thousand  cases,  each  one  according  to  its  needs.  Not  only  dis- 
charged patients  but  prospective  patients,  as  well  as  patients  in 
the  Hospital  are  referred  to  our  attention.  While  the  physician 
does  his  best  to  correct  the  faults  in  the  patient's  physical  condition 
and  restore  him  to  health  if  possible,  Social  Service  is  busy  to  the 
end  that  the  health  regained  in  the  Hospital  may  be  confirmed 
and  retained  after  leaving  it.  To  accomplish  this  the  service  varies 
from  a  friendly  call  with  advice,  or  convalescent  care,  to  a  recon- 
struction of  the  living  conditions  of  the  family,  or  possibly  a  re- 
construction of  the  family  itself. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  growing  tendency  of  the  physi- 
cians and  officers  of  the  Hospital  to  refer  patients  to  us.  This  co- 
operation enlarges  our  opportunities  for  usefulness  and  at  the  same 
time  makes  our  work  easier. 

During  July,  August  and  September  165  new  cases  were  taken 
up  and  an  unusually  large  number  of  old  ones  were  handled  on 
account  of  the  summer  vacation  work.  Forty-one  women  and 
children  were  given  a  two-weeks'  outing  and  fifty  more  were  taken 
for  a  day's  lake  trip.  While  these  outings  are  sometimes  prescribed, 
they  are  frequently  given  on  the  assumption  that  a  holiday  is  good 
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for  every  one.     The  satisfactory  results  encourage  us   to  continue 
this  branch  of  the  work. 

The  mothers  and  babies  of  both  the  house  and  out-maternity 
departments  were  regularly  visited  and  instructed  with  special 
reference  to  the  summer  dangers  for  babies.  Ice  tickets  and  ice 
boxes  were  given  when  such  assistance  was  necessary.  Our  clothes- 
closet  has  been  drawn  upon  for  some  of  these  babies  as  well  as  for 
older  patients. 

The  basket  work  of  the  convalescents  for  which  we  furnish 
the  suggestion  and  the  material,  has  been  the  means  of  whiling  away 
many  tedious  hours.  The  joy  of  the  makers  over  their  new  ac- 
complishment is  almost  equalled  by  the  pleasure  of  those  to  whom 
the  baskets  are  given. 

Not  all  our  work  is  with  women  and  children,  although  it  is 
largely  so.  When  an  old  man  of  seventy-eight  who  had  come  to 
the  hospital  by  way  of  the  dispensary  was  beginning  to  convalesce, 
the  question  of  his  family  was  raised,  as  none  was  in  evidence.  It 
was  quite  clear  that  a  man  of  seventy-eight  was  too  old  to  knock 
about  by  himself.  Repeated  inquiries  revealed  first,  that  he  had  a 
family  in  New  York,  but  according  to  his  statement  they  did  not 
care  for  him,  nor  he  for  them.  Finally  a  complete  set  of  relatives 
in  good  circumstances  was  unearthed  to  whose  care  he  was  trans- 
ferred. 

Another  man  who  has  been  in  the  Hospital  three  times  in  the 
last  six  months,  each  time  for  several  weeks,  persistently  returned 
to  his  work  on  leaving  the  Hospital.  Because  of  a  chronic  heart 
and  kidney  trouble  this  brought  on  a  return  each  time  of  his  sick- 
ness. Still  he  felt  obliged  to  try  to  work.  He  had  been  employed 
many  years  by  the  same  firm  and  was  eligible  to  a  pension  from 
the  company  and  did  not  know  it.  This  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  firm  and  after  considerable  difficulty  his  claim  was 
recognized  and  allowed.     He  will  not  need  to  go  to  work  again.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  VISITING 

COMMITTEE 

In  taking  up  this  visiting  and  devotional  work  all  egotism 
must  be  hidden  behind  the  loving  Savior.  Only  those  that  go  in  His 
name,  visiting  the  many  sick  of  all  nationalities  in  our  Hospital, 
can  have  a  blessing  in  their  own  souls  and  give  it  to  others. 

I  have  been  asked  to  give  a  little  personal  experience  that  has 
come  in  my  way.  Nearly  all  the  members  on  the  committee,  in- 
cluding our  chairman,  were  out  of  the  city  during  the  summer. 
In  visiting  the  hospital  on  those  very  hot  days  in  July  I  found  on 
the  sixth  floor  in  the  large  ward,  two  fine  electrical  fans  making  it 
cool  and  comfortable  for  the  suffering. 

One  man  that  I  had  visited  for  months  was  then  convalescent. 
He  looked  up  at  me  with  tears  in  his  eyes  and  said,  "Mrs.  —  Oh,  I 
have  prayed  and  prayed  upon  this  bed."  I  answered,  "I  have 
prayed  and  prayed  for  you.  The  dear  Savior  knows  your  name 
and  the  bed  where  you  are."  He  said.  "I  never,  no  never,  will 
forget  you"  and  also  asked  which  way  I  was  coming  on  the  next 
Monday.  I  told  him  and  he  said,  "I  will  be  down  stairs  in  my 
wheel  chair  on  the  pavement  to  meet  you."  He  then  asked  if  I 
would  go  and  cheer  up  a  man  that  was  across  the  room  with  his 
face  covered  with  a  blanket.  I  went  and  said,  "Won't  you  uncover 
your  face  and  look  up  and  smile  at  me?"  He  did  and  in  a  little 
while,  with  pleasant,  helpful  conversation,  his  discouragement 
seemed  to  fade  away.  And  he  met  me  the  next  time  I  was  there 
in  his  wheel  chair.     Both  of  these  men  have  since  left  the  hospital. 

In  the  women's  ward  on  one  of  those  hot,  sultry  days,  as  I  stood 
by  a  poor  sufferer  with  heart  trouble,  she  holding  my  hand  said, 
"Are  you  paid  for  coming  here?"  I  said,  "Only  by  the  Heavenly 
Master."  She  said,  "Oh,  I  am  so  glad,  so  glad."  She  died  in  a 
few  weeks. 

Others  very  near  the  Borderland,  as  I  sat  by  them,  were  so 
calm  and  peaceful,  only  waiting  this  side  of  the  narrow  stream  to 
be  taken  over  by  the  white-robed  boatman. 

It  is  blessed  work  and  those  to  whom  God  has  given  the  gift 
ought  to  return  it  to  Him  many  times. 

I  made  650  visits  in' the  three  months.
